9449, 
WHAT CONGRESS IS DOING 


ANOTHER DELUGE OF OLD AND 
NEW BILLS. 


aBouT 2,800 MEASURES ALREADY ON THE 


CALENDARS -——-A MAJORITY PRIVATE 
CLAIM BILLS—DISCUSSIONS IN THE 
TWO HOUSES YESTERDAY. 


WasHInGTon, Dec. 19.—The general busi- 


ness of the day’s session was of little impor- 
tance. Two bills were passed, one in relation 
to holidays in the District of Columbia, and 
the other providing for the _ erection 
of a Government building in TPensaco- 
la, Fla, in place of the one re- 


eently destroyed by fire. The first 


of these provides that whenever any day set 
apart asa legal holiday in the district shall 
fall on Sunday, the day following shall be a 
holiday, and shall, so far as commercial 
paper is concerned, be considered as Sunday. 
In all such cases, all notes, drafts, or checks 
maturing on the holiday shall be regarded as 
having matured on the previous Saturday. 
The bill was prepared in order to make provi- 
sion solely for holidays falling on Sunday, and 
was in aceordance with the existing law 
of the District as regards the maturing of com- 
mercial paper on the previous day; but this 
provision seemed objectionable to Mr. Call, of 
Florida, wko arose in behalf of the oppressed 
debtor class and earnestly urged that in such 
cases commercial paper should be allowed to 
mature on the day following the holi- 
day, that is, on Tuesday. He was 
opposed by Mr. Hoar and others, and the de- 
bate promised to be long enough to delay the 
bill. Atlast Mr. Jonas, of Louisiana, had the 
food sense to look at the statutes of the District, 
and discovered that the bill was drawn in ac- 
cordahce with existing law. The bill was soon 
afterward passed. There seems to be good 
reason for the passage of the bill for the new 
public building in Pensacola, but there will be 


objection to other bills of this kind, many 
of which have already been introduced 








in the House. Among these are bills 
for the erection of public buildin in 
Terre Haute, New-Albany, and Fort, Wayne, 


Ind.; Peoria, Rock Island, and Quincy, 
Il, and Council Bluffs, lowa. The sum to 
be appropriated by these bills amounts to 
$1,200,000. Twenty or thirty more bills of the 
kind will be introduced, and some of them wiil 
be for the erection of costly buildings in small 
towns. 

Before the expiration of the morning hour 
there was another short debate upon Mr. 
Hoar’s resolution for a select Committee on 
Woman Suffrage, and Mr. Beck opposed the 
resolution on the ground that it was a step 
toward granting suffrage to women. Woman 
suffrage he opposed because it weuld be 
a national calamity to give the ignorant wom- 
pn of the colored race the power to vote. No 
action was taken. Authority was given 
for printing the testimony and _  pa- 
pers to be submitted in the investigation 
of the expenditure of appropriations in the 
Treasury Department. This investigation is 
condueted in secret. Mr. Beck’s resolution, 
instructing the Judiciary Committee to exam- 
ine the Constitution and laws in relation to 
Presidential inability and the Presidential suc- 
cession in sucb cases, was discussed by Mr, 
Jones, of Florida, and then referred. 

In the House to-day the call of States for 
the introduction of bills was completed, and 
the result shows that 590 bills were introduced. 
The bills presented to-day were of the 
same multiform character as those  in- 
troduced last week, the great ma- 
jority, however, being pension and 
other bills of a private eharacter. It is safe to 
say that fully three-fourths of all the bills 
presented in the House since the session began 
are duplicates of bills that were on the 
calendar when Congress adjourned in March 
last. Many of the new members had the 
clerks hunt up the bills introduced by their 
predecessors that failed of action at the last 
Congress, and in some cases presented them 
without even giving them a _ reading. 
This will explain ow sO many pen- 
tion bills and bills for relief for indi- 
viduals have made their appearance 
tince Tuesday last. Among the bills of a pub- 
fic character revived to-day was that for the 
refunding of the cotton tax. This bill was 
presented by Mr. Richardson, ef South Caro- 
fina, and directs the Secretary of the 
[reasury to return to the several States 
nterested the amount of tax collected 
m sales of cotton during the years 
{866-7-8. The bili turther provides that this 
noney shall be refunded to the States only on 
sondition that the amount refunded shall be 
‘eturned to the individuals who paid the tax. 
[he bill of last session to authorize national 
yanks to make loans upon mortgages of 
real estate was also revived. This bill was 
lavorably reportea last February by the Com- 

nittee on Banking and Currency, and author- 
zes national banks to make loans to the 

tmmount of one-fourth of their  capi- 
jal and surplus upon the pledges and 
nortgages of real estate as security therefor, 
tubject to such conditions as may be required 
ind imposed by the Boards of Directors of the 
respective banks, either specially made or ex- 
pressed in the by-laws which may be adopted 
lor the government of each particular banking 


wsociation. Mr. Hawk, of Illinois, intro- 
juced a bill for the protection of 
the person of the President of the 


United States. It provides for the punishment 
by death of an assault with intemt to kill the 
President of the United States. If it shall be 
thown that the assailant was irresponsible at 
jhe time of the assault, he shall be confined in 
an asylum for the insane for life. 

After the call of States had been completed, 
Mr. Kasson offered a resolution directing the 
Speaker to appoint a special Committee on the 
Interoceanic Canal. r. Randall and others 
on the Democratic side opposed the resolution, 
Mr. Randall charging that the last commit- 
tee on this matter reported to the House 
& measure (naming the Eads _ ship 
railway bill) the passage of which 
would have taken from the Treasury $50,000- 
000. A motion to suspend the rules and pass 
the resolution, was carried on a division, but 
pn a call of the foll the Democrats, with few ex- 
septions, refused to vote, thus leaving the House 
without a quorum. Finally, the motion of 
Mr. Kasson was withdrawn and the resolution 
was referred to the Committee on Rules. On 
motion of Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, the Senate 
bill nting the franking privilege to Lucre- 
tia K. Gartield was taken from the Speaker’s 
table and passed. In order to give the Speaker 
an opportunity to complete the work of con- 
structing the list of port eg, Dperorec meagyy the 
Honse adjourned until ednesday, upon 
wich day the committees will be announced. 

The number of bills already introduced in 
the Senate and House of Representatives is 
about 2,800 and the flood has only just begun 
toroll in. Many of them are bills granting 

msions or satisfying private claims. Some- 
imes it happens that two or three members 

‘will intrcduce the same bill. In such cases 
the bill is one which has “failed in a 
previous Congress, It is known that oniy a 
small percentage of these bills can become 
laws, but some members seem to think that 
their prominence depends upon ‘the number of 
bills which they introduce. The introduetion 
of each bill costs the Government about 
25, because a certain number of copies are 
rinted for distribution, Mr. White, of 
entucky, has a bill**to lessen crime and 
human suffering from alcoholism, by restrict- 
ing the use Of distilled spirits to scientific, me- 
chanical, and medicinal purposes.” This bill 
forbids the manufacture S the United Staves 
or the importation of any intoxicating 
liquors atter Jume 30, 1882. It allows 
the Secretary of the Treasury, however, 
to advertise in 20 papers, immediately after 
the passage of the bill, for proposals to manu- 
facture distilled spirits for scientific, me- 
thanical and medical purposes. These 
jpirits are to be sold at cost for 
such purposes alone, under regulations 
prescribed by the Secretary. n one 
jection all persons are forbidden te manufac- 
tnre distilled spirits, and in the next the Secre- 
sary is empowered to contract with persons 
for the performance of what has been forbid- 
fen. Itis certainly not easy to see why any 
member of Congress should imtroduce a bill 
go absurd as this. ; 

Mr. Ellis, of Louisiana, submitted a joint reso- 
lution. requesting the President 

















to inform the 


Government of Great Britain that the Clay- 
ton-Bulwer treaty has ceased to be bindin 
obligatory on the United ‘States. Mr, Chal- 
mers has a bill ‘‘ to pay tthe public debt and 
stop the manufacture of money by corpora- 
tions.”’ It provides for the issue of $360,000,000 
of Treasury notes, and relieves from tax upon 
deposits and from check stamps any bank 
which shall exchange with the Treasurer all 
its national bank notes for these new notes. 
Such banks are also to be relieved of 
tax on circulation. As fast as na- 
tional bank notes come into the Treasury 
they are to be redeemed by the banks 
with bonds or the new notes. There are other 
——, which it is unnecessary to review. 

r. Browne, of Indiana, proposes a constitu- 
tional amendment to the effect that the House 
of Representatives shall be composed of 350 
members. Mr. Townshend, of Illinois, de- 
sires that hereafter Congress shall assemble on 
the first Monday in November, instead of the 
first Monday in December. 

The enormous expense of the arrears of pen- 
sions act does not alarm some of the worthy 
gentlemen, for several bills have already been 
introduced for making great additions to our 
pension list and pension expenses, Mr. Sparks, 
of Illinois, introduced a bill which grants 
a pension of $8 a month to every 
surviving soldler of the Mexican and 
Black Hawk wars and to the widows of those 
who are dead. Mr. Springer, of the same 
State, submits a bill granting a pension to 
every surviving soldier who served for 14 
days in the various Indian wars between 
1790 and 1812, and to the surviving 
widow of each soldier who is dead. The old 
bill for the equalization of bounties has been 
introduced in duplicate by Messrs. Cobb and 
Calkins, of Indiana. This bill gives $8 331/ 


per month to each non-commissioned of- 
ficer, artificer, musician, enlisted wag- 
ener, and rivate soldier who faithful- 


ly served between April 12, 1861, and 
May 9, 1865, and was honorably dis- 
charged, or to the widow of the same; but 
from this sum are to be deducted all bounties 
already paid under United States laws. Ap- 
plications must be made within five years of 
the passage of the bill, Other bills propose to 
enlarge the pension list of the war of 1812. Mr. 
Sherwin, of Illinois, has a bill imposing a fine 
of $1,000 for each offense upon persons export- 
ing oleomargarine without putting the name of 
the substance in plain letters on the package, 
An inspector of dairy products is to be ap- 


pointed at New-York to prevent violations of 
the law. Mr. Thomas submits a bill imposing 
a tax upon the manufacture of oleomargarine 
and ataxof 10 cents a 


ound upon the manufac- 


tured article. Mr. McCoid has a resolution 


requiring the preparation and publication 


each year of a map showing all railway 
and water lines of transportation constructed 
andin operation in the United States. Mr. 
Gibson has revived his resolutions of last year 
authorizing the appointment of commission- 
ers to investigate and ascertain on what basis 
a treaty of reciprocal trade for mutual bene- 
fit can be negotiated between the United States

THE PRESIDENT’S CARRIAGE, 
HOW GEN. ARTHUR WILL DRIVE OUT—A 
MAGNIFICENT ESTABLISHMENT. 
Wasuyneton, Dec. 19.—Ever since the 
days of “tho father of his country” people, 
particularly the residents of the capital, have 
taken a lively interest in the style of equipage 
in which the various Presidents of the United 
States were accustomed to appear in public. 
President Arthur has not been without a due 
share of interest of this kind. Indeed, for 
various reasons, there has been more than the 
usual curiosity to know ,whether his ‘ turn- 
out”? would be shabby or “loud.” This 
curiosity may now be put at rest. Presi- 
dent Arthur’s carriage and horses are in Wash- 
ington. The establishment is in every way a 
rich and handsome one; indeed, it is no ex- 
aggeration to say that it is the finest which has 
ever appeared in the streets of the capital. At 
the same time, however, all its appointments 
are subdued, medest, and in the best of taste, 
The carriage, from the New-York Broome- 
street Brewsters, is a landau of novel design, 
painted a dark, mellow green, relieved with 
enough picking out in red to show the outline 
without being conspicuous. The trimmings 
are of morocco and cloth, the cushions and 
doors being faced with heavy lace. The har- 
ness has been made in keeping with the car- 
riage, and is heavily mounted with -plain 
silver. The dress blankets are of heavy 
dark-green kersey, and the coachman’s lap-robe 
of green English box cloth. These are all orna- 
mented with the President’s monogram. The 
lap-robe for the inside of the carriage 1s Labra- 
dor otter, beautifully lined with dark green, 
and having the monogram ‘‘C, A. A.”’ worked in 
silk, The horses, two in number, are magnifi- 
cent animals—mahogany bays with biack 
points and without a white spot anywhere. 
they are 5 years old, 16 hands high, have fine 
flewing manes and tails and are half brothers. 
They are matched almost te a hair, were 
raised by the same man, and have always been 
driven together. Their heads and necks are 
particularly fine, and though very stylish and 
showy, they are prompt, firm, and resolute, 
yet very kind and gentle. They can be driven 
on an easy rein, without check or martingal. 
They were the President’s personal selection, 
as was also the carriage, and reflect no little 
credit upon his judgment at a horseman. Tho 
entire ‘turn out’’ is a model of quiet magnifi- 

cence and good taste.

NOTES FROM WASHINGTON. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 19, 1881. 

The national bank notes received for re- 
demption to-day amounted to $206,000. 

The receipts from internal revenue to-day 
were $724,632 85, and from Customs $671,- 
725 24. 

The total amount of standard silver dollars 
put in circulation during the week ending Dec. 
17 was $448,995, against $418,996 for the cor- 
responding week of last year. 

Secretary Hunt said to-day that he had not 
been tendered the position on the Court of 
Claims made vacant by the resignation of 
Judge J. C. Bancroft Davis, and that he had 
no desire to return to that Bench. 

The Grand Jury for the Decembor term of 
the Criminal Court has not yet been completed. 
One vacancy was filled to-day and another re- 
mains to be filled. The term was adjourned 
to-day until Dec. 27. The Goevernment’s coun- 
sel have announced an intention to place the 
star route evidence before this jury. 

Secretary Frelinghuysen took possession of 
the State Department to-day. He qualified 
this morning before Associate Justice Brad- 
ley, of the Supreme Court, in the presenee of 
Secretary Blaine and Judge Davis, the new 
Assistant Secretary. The latter will probably 
relieve Assistant Seeretary Hitt to-morrow. 

A bill introdueed in the House today by 
Mr. McMillan, of Tennessee, relative to an 


income tax, provides for the _  assess- 
ment and eollection of a 8 per cent. 
tax from each person, corporation, 


banking association, telegraph company, rail- 
road company, or other incorporated compa- 
nies or firms doiag business in the United 
States and Territories, on all net incomes above 
$3,000. 

A statement relative to the artificial color- 
ing ef imported sugars was issued from the 


Treasury Department thisafternoon. It gives 
the position of the importers on the questien of 
the classification of Dutch standard sugars, and 
also that of the Government. Various acts on 
the subject are quoted to sustain the action of 
the Secretary of the Treasury in directing the 
use of the polariscope in the classification of 
sugars by the Dutch standard. 


The Postmaster at Rochester, N. Y., has in- 
formed the free delivery office here that there 
was no necessity to advertise any letters 
remaining. uncalled for in that office 
during the past week, because every 
letter received had been delivered. This is the 
first time since the establishment ef the free 
delivery service that this end has been at- 
tained, and serves toshow the degree of efti- 
ciency prevailing im this branch of the postal 
service. 

In response te a Senate resolution, the Secre- 
tary of War transmitted to the Senate to-day 
a copy of the report of Col. John R. Newton, 
Corps of ineers, upon the completion of 
the survey Hariem River. New-York. and

through the Harlem Kills to East River. 
The report was embraced in Gen. Wright's 
report to the Secretary of War on the 8th 
ot October. It submits estimates of cost 
for a channel 800 feet wide and 3,400 
feet long, and for 18, 15, and 12 feet depth; 
for the former, $3,484,400; for 15 feet, $2,204,- 
409, and for 12 feet, $1,161,225. The report re- 
commends a depth of 15 feot as sufficient for 
the purposes of navigation.

A bill introduced in the Senate to-day by 
Mr. Sherman ‘‘to facilitate the decisions of 
controverted questions in Customs reve- 
nue cases,’”? provided that the  ap- 
peals authorized by sections 2,931 and 
2,982 of the Revised Statutes may be 
made by the appellant at his election, either to 
the Secretary of the ‘'reasury or to the 
Court of Claims, to be disposed of as 
suits against the United States, and re- 
peals so much of said sections as relates 
to the bringing of suits for the recovery of du- 
ties alleged to have been erroneously or ille- 
gally exacted. It also empowers the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury to transfer to 
the Court of Claims, without his deci- 
sion thereon, any such appeals made to 
him, to be there prosecuted in the same 
manner as if they had been made directly to 
the Court of Claims. The biil further pro- 
vides that hereafter no action shall be brought 
against any Collector or other officer of the 
Customs in any matter in which an appeal is 
allowed by the act to the ‘Secretary of the 
Treasury or to the Court of Claims,

A JURYMAN IN TROUBLZ. 


HOW A PHILADELPHIA ELECTION FRAUD 
TRIAL WAS SUDDENLY STOPPED, 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 19,—The case of David 
Monat, on trial for election frauds, came toan unex- 
pected stop this morning. Monat’s offense1s an old 
one, and it was only after overcoming a number of 
ingenious devices to obstruct justioe that he was 
finally brought to trial. Heis now held asaclose 
prisoner, bail being refused because he forfeited it 
once, and, though he returned to the coity, only 
came into court aftera bench warrant had been 
issued for him. 

At the opening of court this morning, Distriet 
Attorney Graham called from the jury-box a man 
registered as ‘* F, Schultz, locksmith, rear of No. 
454 Belrose-street,”’ and cross-examined him closely, 
when the man admitted that he had worked on 


several street-car lines under a number of names, 
and that he had not lived at the place indi- 








cated since February, 1880, though he insisted 
that his real name was Schultz. 
He showed great ignorance of the 


locality, and satisfied the court that he was an 
impostor, though conviction became a certainty 
when Mrs. Schultz, tne wife of the man who 


actually lives at the address giyen, took the 
witness stand, and testified that she had 
lived there for more than three years, 


that her husband was in New-York, and that she 
did not know the juror. Judge Biddle said to the 
juror: * You seem to be guilty of so many offenses 
that lam embarrassed to know what to commit 
you for. You have been guilty of perjury 
of false personation, of obstructing justice, and of 
contempt of court. I will, however, commit you 
for contempt of court, and the District Attornoy 
may send in such charges as he sees 
fit against you.” The Judge then apologized 
to the other jurors for having unwittingly 
subjected them to the companionship of such a 
man, and for having subjected them to several 
days’ confinement for no good purpose, since they 
would have tobe discharged and the case retried. 
He then withdrew the jury and ordered a new 
panel. Monat’s counsel made an effort to have 
the case postponed and his client admitted to 


bail. The Judge consented to let the case 
go over until Wednesday, but remanded 
Monat to custody. ‘he case had ad- 


vanced so far that the evidence for the Common- 
wealth was all in, while the defénse had called sev- 
eral witnesses to testify to the good character of 
ihe prisoner. It was found after the court ad- 
journed that the jury had already agreed upon 
their verdiet, and stood 11 for conviction to 1 for 
acguittal, the dissenting juror being F. Schultz, 
locksmith.

THE PACIFIC’S PROGRESS TO RESUMPTION— 
PRESIDENT BENYON REPORTED DYING. 
Boston, Dec. 19.—The negotiations between 
the Pacific Bank and holders of certificates of de- 
posit and other forms of the bank’s credit 
secured by poor. collateral have been 
practieally completed, and the Directors 
are ready to call a meeting of the stock- 
holders,’ The delay has resultedin a great benefit 
to the bank, and Col. Needham pronounees its af- 
fairs in much better condition than when he took 
possession, A statement has been prepared 
for presentation to the stockholders. It does not 
embody all the facts given in Col. Needham’s 
report to the Directors regarding the history of 


the bank’s embarrassment. There is no doubt 
that all these facts will be demanded by the 
stockholders before they will vote for the assess- 
ment of 100 per cent. ordered by the Controller, 
Several of the stockholders have already expressed 
their intention to do this. Col. Needham js in doubt 
as to whether his duty as a Government offi- 
cer would require him to comply with such 
a request, but he will obtain the opinion 
of the Controller upon that peint.  Pro- 
ceedings were commenced some time ago 
against Harold W. Windrom and wife to recover 
$18,326 60 loaned by the bank to Mr. Win- 
drom, who has become insolvent. A hearing 
took plaee before Judge Field to-day on 
a bill in equity brought by the bank to 
reach funds in the hands of the Trustees under the 
will of David Snow, who was Mrs. Win- 
drom’s father, the bank claiming that at the 
time the money was loaned to Mr. Windrom, 
he and his wife executed an indenture, by which 
the latter assigned her interest in the trust fund to 
seeure the payment of the notes given by 
Mr. Windrom. The defense is that Mrs. 
Windrom did not sign the _ note upon 
which the money was l»vaned, and the Trustees 
deny the validity of theassignments under which 
the fund was pledged to the bank. The decision 
was reserved.

THER WORK OF THE NO-RENT ORk- 
GANIZATION. 


A REPORT THAT THE MOVEMENT IS BECOM- 
ING STILL MORE FORMIDABLE—FEMALE 
AGITATORS TO BE IMPRISOKED—THE 
DUBLIN ARMS SEIZURE. 


Dusutn, Dec. 19.—The Commissioners 


under the Land act to-day decided that a 


notice to fix rent, if served only upon an 
agent’s clerk, will be deemed sufficient service. 
This decision, against which no appeal will be 
allowed, is to govern 15,000 cases. 

It is stated that a prison especially designed 


for females is in course of preparation for the 


reception of members of the Ladies’ Land 
League, and that the arrest of several promi- 
nent members of the Dublin branch of that or- 
ganization is expected. ‘ 

All the magistrates in Ireland have been in-

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DISASTER IN A COAL-PIT. 
FORTY OR MORE LIVES LOST BY AN EXPLO- 
SION IN LANCASHIRE. 

Lonpon, Dec. 19.—An explosion occurred 
about noon to-day in the Orrell pit, at Bolton, 
belonging to the Alram Mining Company. 
The loss of life is large. Early reports 
were that 180 persons had been killed, but a 
later estimate reduces the death list to 40. 
This is based upon the fact that 200 miners en- 


tered the pit this morning. Up to an early 
hour this evening 10 persons only, and all of 


them seriously burned, had been rescued, 
The work of exploring the mine 
and rescuing the victims still contin- 
ues, Tne Orrell pit was considered 
one of the safest in Lancashire, as 


neither gunpowder was used for blasting nor 
furnaces for ventilation, the whole system of 
working the mine being purely mechanical, 
The explosion, itis believed, was caused by a 
fall of a portion of the roof, which liberated a 
quantity of gas. 

The Arley pit, which is 150 yards below the 
Orrell pit, was affected by the explosion, the 
150 mimers in the former being imprisoned.

It is 
oo to indicate the intention of the Porte 
to take some action im regard to reforms in 
Armenia. 

Tunis, Dec. 19.—Gabes has been selected as 
the chief military station of the French in 
the south. There is much dissatisfaction at 
this decision, because of the unhealthiness of 
the place. Powerful tribes south of Gabes 
have profited by the retirement of Gen. Loge- 
rot’s column to form a defensive alliance, and 
their attitude is threatening. 

Sr. PETERSBURG, Dec, 19.—The Gazette says 
there have been 1,500 arrests for political 
offenses in tke course of the present year. The 
authorities have revised all these cases, and 
can dispose summarily of half of them. Man 
arrests were due to false accusations and it is 
stated that the false accusers are to be pro- 
ceeded against. 

Berwin, Dec. 19.—The rumors of an ap- 
proaching dissolution of the Reichstag are con- 
sidered to be strengthened by an article in 
the North German Gazette, which points out 
that the attitude of the Reichstag since its 
opening has been interpreted throughout Eu- 
rope asa symptom of the decay of German 
unity. The article says: ‘In affixing 
their signatures to the federation treaty 
the German Princes intended that Germany 
should be under the leadership of Prussia, 
but. not that she should submit herself to shift- 
ing majorities in the Reiehstag.

It is, therefore, the duty of the nation to utter 
a timely protest.”

JUDGE GRAY’S CAREER, 


Chief-Justice Horace Gray, of the Massa« 
chusetts Supreme Judicial Court, who has been 
nominated by the President to be an Associate 
Justice of the United States Supreme Court, isa 
magistrate of the highest professional reputation, 
He was graduated at Harvard University in the 
Class of 45, at the age of 16 years, having entered 
at the age of 12. This precocity in learning proved 
to be no mere flash, as oftentimes happens, but 
ever since he has maintained his relative intel- 
lectual position as the peer of his seniors in years 
with whom he has been associated, and the su- 
perior of most of his contemporaries of the same 
age and experience. Curiously enough, his pen- 
chant in learning in his college term gave not 








the remotest hint of what was to be 
his future celebrity, for his enthusiasm in 
study then went to natural history, and 


especially that branch of it known as entomology, 
or, vulgarly, ‘“‘bug learning.” Of the same Class 
of '45 the men who have since beeome most con< 
spicuous are Judge Thomas Russell, Gen. P. A. 
Porter, and Prof. J. P. Reynolds, of Harvard Uni- 
versity. After his graduation, Mr. Gray visited 
Europe and traveled quite extensively. Being of a; 
wealthy and socially distinguished family of Bos- 
ton he had letters of introduction that carried 
him wherever he chose to go. Among his 
other experiences he was presented in due form at 
the Court of King Louis Philippe. Judge Gray isa 
very tall man, fully 6 feet 6 inches, and is sol- 
idly built and of good proportions. His politics 
will be referred to below, but physically he is 
‘*stalwart.”” Of about the same stature, and, if 
anything, of a little heavier build, is the popular 
Rector of the Trinity Church of Boston, the Rev. 
Phillips Brooks. Upon this European tour the two 
traveled for a time together, and visited, among 
other places, Norway. It is one of the anecdotes 
of the tour that the unread Norwegians took them 
to be, in physique, sample Americans, and thus 
were more powerfully impressed than before of 
the dignity of the great Republic beyond the seas, 
Onhis return Mr. Gray took the regular course in 
the Harvard Law School, and afterward read law 
in the office of a prominent member of the 
Bar. He was admitted to the Bar Feb. 14, 
1851, and his professional career durmg the 
next two or three years was confined 
wholly, or nearly so,to office practice. Early in 
1854 he was appointed reporter of decisions of the 
highest court, the Supreme Judicial. This is an 
office which, in Massachusetts, does not go by fa- 
vor or upon political considerations. From the 
organization of the court it has been held by men 
of recognized capacity and learning in the law. 
Three, at least, of the reporters besides Gray have 
become Justices—Cushing, Pickering, and Metcalf 
—and one, Allen, served later with distinction as 
Attorney-General. Gray was appointed by Gov. 
Emory Washburn, and undoubtedly with the ap- 
proval of the leading Judges of the court. In this 
service he remained seven years, giving great satis- 
faction to the magistrates, whose learned scrib- 
bling he had to read and prepare for the pregs, in 
which preparation was more or less of perplexing 
revisiens and annotations. 

On Aug. 23, 1864, he was appointed Associate 
Justice of the court. and, by a gradually attaine 
seniority, through the resignation or decease o 
those who preceded him in the service, he became 
Chief-Justice on Sept. 5, 1878, to which position he 
was appointed by Gov. William B. Washburn. 
In this station he has gained a reputation of the 
first rank as a jurist and in certain;departments of 
jurisprudence. As a writer of decisions, he stands 
pre-eminent among his learned associates of 
the same bench. This remark applies especially 
to matters of constitutional law, matters where 
general historical information is important and 
those which concern chartered rights. In casea 
involving these jast, or questions of constitutional 
law, he almost invariably is looked to to prepara 
in writing the decision of the full bench. One of 
bis most celebrated decisions in this line was in a 
case which arose in the war period, wherein the 
cities of Boston and! Lowell were concerned. The 
Executives of these twovcities had agreed that in 
filliag their respective quotas under the frequent 
calls of troops from the national Executive 
each should enlist men freely, without regard to its 
quota named for a particular occasion, and that 
whenever either had obtained an excess of its 
quota the surplus of men thus enlisted should be 
turned over to the other city till its quota should 
also be full. When the matter came, through 
some controversy that arose, before Judge Gray 
he annulled the agreement as being con- 
trary to public policy, but in  render- 
ing his decision he went into the history 
of the law respecting enlistment of troops, not 
only so far as Massachusetts was concerned, but 
away back as farasthe English statutes of some 
of the Edwards, and produced on papersuch a pro- 
digious amount of quaint learning that in general 
had been dismissed to the rubbish garret that he 
quite astonished the profession, and, of course, 
overwhelmed the military experts, who did not 
pretend to go back for precedents further than the 
war of 1812. 

In 1848, and subsequently, Mr. Gray_was an 
ardent member of the then obnoxious Free Soil 
Party. Many of the interior towns and cities took 
kindly to it from the first, but Boston, the strong- 
hold of Whig politics, did not. But before any 
change of public sentiment took place sufficient in 
extent to htt aspiring and gifted young men to 
official position. Gray was eut of politics by virtue 
of his identifieation with the judicial department 
of the Government, in being made the reporter 
of the court, and ever since he has kept aloof from 
politics and its associations. This choice derives 
from no weak apprehension of policy. such as may 
be attributable in many instances where the fayor- 
able regard of all sides is sought, but from a sense 
of the real dignity of the judicial function, 
even in its offices of minor responsibility. 
He applies the principle, also, with equal 
strictness in affairs of business, and one 
never finds his name associated in any “ enter- 

rise.’ He says that a Judge cannot keep 

imself too much out of the world and its affairs. 
He is to avoid the heats and mal-odors of its fields 
‘and valleys and breathe only the atmosphere of its 
‘mountain tops. Thus, about eight or ten years 
ago the Legislature, aiming to purify the method 
of conducting certain elections, enacted a law pro- 
viding for the pe enn by the Judges of the 
highest court of Commisioners to supervise in cer- 
tain respects the election procedings. Judge Gray, 
while appreciating as much as anybody the desira- 
bility’of that which the law was designed to secure, 
refused to pertorm the duty thus imposed, and made 
it sure that nobody else holding a judicial position 
should do it by communicating, in his official re- 
sponse to the official notification of the existence. 
‘of the law, a judicial opinion that it was un- 
constitutional, relying mainly on that clause 
of the Constitution contained in the bill of 
‘rights, which provides that “the legislative 
department shall never exercise the executive and 
judicial powers, or either of them; the executive 
shall never exercise the legislative and judicial 
. powers, or either of them; the judicial shall never 
exercise the legislative and executive powers, or 
either of them, to the end it may be a Governmont. 
of laws and not of men.” In several of his impor- 
tant decisions the Judge has taken as the 
piyot of judicial determination this famous 
clause. A legal paper which was at once 
‘luminous and conclusive was Judge Gray’s 
response to a question formally propounded 
to the court by the Legislature of 1879 as to 
« whether the Senate can constitutionally originate 
bills of supply. In dissociating himseif from the 
world’s affairs the Judge does not apply bis rule to 
society. He frequents the salons of its leaders and 
‘is everywhere welcome, being affable in manner, 
‘ready in repartee, and fuli of anecdote. 

In point of personal character, Juice Gray isa 
man of great independence and decided convio- 
tions, and these qualities are manifested in court 
in precision respecting details, not only of le, 
procedure, wherein all first-class Judges may 
presumed to be alike, but in matters of decorum, 
wherein many are lax. He does not disguise tnia 
, trait, but professes a desire to maintain, in his own 
favorite phrase, “the old régime.” The ‘‘old 
régime” in Massachusetts may be said to da 
back to the close of the Revolution, a 
.from that erder of things which preced 
it. The Judges of its highest court do not support 
horse-hair nor wear veritably and visibly the 
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it happened a few years ago that Judge Gray, 
in order that no time be lost to the Commonwealth 
in the trial of a certain case, suddenly summoned a 
man to appear and testify at a particular stage of 
the proceedings. The man responded promptly, 
and appeared in the court-room attired as at h 
work-bench, in shirt-sleeves. The Judge, after 
animadverting upon such apparent. disrespect to 
the court, waived the urgency of the pend- 
ing cause, and directed the man to go 
home and put himself into proper garb for 
the humble part which be was to take in the doings 
of the august tribunal. Within a few weeks of the 
present date, while holding court in one of the 
western counties, the Judge directed the Crier to 
adjourn the court till the usual time of the next 
forenoon. The unwary Crier went through the 
usual formula beginning, “ All persons having any- 
thing further to do,” and ending, ‘*God save the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts.” The Judge de- 
tected the unwonted term therein, “*9 A. M.," 
whereupon he reprimanded the Crier for using lan- 
age suitable for_an auction-room, and directed 
im to adjourn in due form again “till to-morrow 
morning at 9 o’clock.” The Judge is a man of 
scholarly habits, of extensive reading in general 
literature, and is the owner of an extensive private 
library of such literature and one of the largest 
sip hen collections of books relating to the law to 
»e found in this country. He is a bachelor, and 
lives in most comfortable bachelor quarters in his 
stately home on Beacon Hill.

THOMAS C. ACTON. 

Thomas C. Acton, the President’s choice for 
Assistant Treasurer in this City, was born in New- 
York in the year 1823, and hasall his life resided 
on Manhattan Island. He is a lawyer by 
profession, having been admitted to prac- 
tice in the courts of this State in 1856. He 
never, however, engaged in the active practice of 
his profession, haying begun his political career 
six years before, in 1850, when he was ap- 
pointed Deputy County Clerk under George Riblet; 
subsequently he was engaged in the Surrogate’s 


office when Alexander W. Bradford held that 
appointment. He was afterward Deputy Register 
under John J. Doane for nearly six years, leaving 
that position to accept the appointment of Gov. 
Morgan for Police Commissioner in the year 
1861, which post he held for nine year 
seven of which he was the President o 
the board. During the eventful days of the 
early part of the late rebellion he dis- 
tincuished himself by taking an active part 
in quelling unlawful demonstrations about 
the city which were frequent at that time. 
In the days of the draft nots, during the absence, 
through illness, of the Superintendent of Police, 
Mr. Acton stepped promptly into the breach and 
filled that officer’s place until the troubles were 
over, remaining at his post night and day. During 
his term as President of the Board of Metro- 
politan Police Commissioners, and largely 
owing to his personal exertions the bill 
providing for the present Board of Health 
was passed by the Legislature, as well as 
the bill for the paid Fire Department of New- 
York. Both of these bills were introduced 
before the Legislature by Mr. Acton, who 
spoke in their behalf. At that time 
George H. Andrews, William Laimbeer, the 





present Dock Commissioner, and_ Seeretary 
golzer were members of the Legislature. 
r. Acton had also to do _ with the 


introduction of the celebrated Excise law, 
which was operative in this City during his 
term of office, the enforcement of which 
In three years swelled the City’s Treas- 
ary $4,000.00, a bill which it was boasted 
would, if allowed to remain operative, 
have paid the entire city debt in 16 years. Mr. 
Acton finally resigned from his office, the 
fluties and responsibilities of which were affect- 
ing his health, and became the victim of 4 
malady which kept him an invalid for the five 
subsequent years. In 1870 he, was appointed 
Superintendent of the United States Assay 
Office by President Grant, a position which, 
on the ist of March, he will have filled 
with credit and honor for 12 years. Mr. 
Acton’s political experiences extend over a 
period of 80 years of active service, and 
resent a clean and honorable record. During an 


nterview with a Truss reporter last even- 
Ing Mr. Acton said: “I have had a 
long political life, during whieh I have 


made very few enemies. I was always too much 
interested in public affairs to eare for other business, 
and they have certainly made my life very full. 
[ began my politieal career six years before 
[was admitted tothe bar. I have not got over 
regretting that excise law yet; the City debt could 


have been all wiped out in 16 years.’’ Speak- 
ing of the appointment of Mr. Acton, 
Superintendent Walling said last night 


Mr. Acton displayed marked executive ability while 
a Police Commissioner. He was President of the 
board at the time of the draft riots in 1863, Super- 
intendent ‘Kennedy was injured the first day of 
the riots and Mr, Aeton acted as Superintendent 
until they were quelled. He did not leave Police 
Head-quarters fora week and directed the move- 
ments of the force night and day. He was very 
ttrenuous in enforcing the Metropolitan Excise 
‘aw, whose operation included New-York and 
Kings and Richmond and Westchester Counties. 
Ihe license fees at the time amounted to four times 
ts‘'much as at present. He served in the Board 
five or six years, and was regarded as an efficient 
Commissioner. Previous to his app »intment as 
Police Commissioner he was connected with the 
Register’s office.”

WILLIAM H. TRESCOTT. 

William Henry Trescott was born in 1828 in 
Charleston, S. C., where his father was Register of 
Deeds for many years. He was educated at Har- 
vard, and gave early promise of conspicuous 
literary force. About 1850 he published a book 
on American diplomacy, which attracted much 
attention. During the Pierce Administration he 
was appointed Secretary of Legation to London, 
and under President Buchanan he was made As- 
sistant Secretary of State. At one time, just pre- 


vious to the war, was Aeting Secretary of State. On 
the secession of South Carolina he resigned and re- 
turned to his native State, where he lived in 
retirement, at Pendleton, throughout the war, and 
for several years afterward. In 1875 he removed 
his residence to Washington, where he began 
the practice of law. He was employed by 
Secretary Evarts in 1876 as counsel for the 
United States before the Halifax Fisheries 
Commission, and at various times subsequently he 
was temporarily in the service of the State Depart- 
ment. In 1880 he was appointed by President Hayes 
one of the Commissioners to negotiate the treaty 
between the United States and China, and is 
eredited with having performed that duty with 
great tact and success. A few weeks ago 
he was dispatched on an important embassy to the 
South American republics, which are to be his new 
field of duty. In South Catolina Mr. Trescott has 
always been regarded as a man of great 
moderation in his poltiical views. His tastes and 
ambition, however, have been rather literary than 
political, and he enjoys an exceptionally high 
teputation as a graceful apd forcible writer.

GEORGE M. DUSKIN. 

Mr. Duskin, whe was nominated yesterday 
to be United States Attorney for the Southern Dis- 
trict of Alabama, has held the office for two terms 
and is now holding it. He is a native of Ala- 
bama and served in the Confederate Army, but 
has been an active Republican for a number of 
years. He was originally appointed by President 
Grant to the office he now holds and was a dele- 
gate to the Chicago Convention, where he voted 
tteadily to make Gen. Grant the Republican nomi- 
nee for President. Mr. Duskin was nominated by 
President Garfield at the extra session, but the 
Senate failed to act upon the nomination. His 
term of office having expired, Mr. Duskin was ap- 
pointed ad interim, after the Senate adjourned, by 
Juage Wood, of the United States Cireuit Court, 


and he is now serving under that appointment.

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BOURBON DELICACY HURT 


THE ADVOCACY OF SOUTH GARO- 
LINA POLITICAL METHODS. 

THE CHARLESTON DEMOCRATS AND THEIR 
TALES WITH THEIR CONNECTICUT 
GUESTS—FINDING FAULT WITH PUB- 
LICITY BUT NOT DENYING THE TRUTH 
OF THE 8TATEMENTS OPENLY MADE. 

Harrrorp, Dec. 19.—The letter published 
in Tas Trmxs a month ago, giving an account 
of the excursion of the First Connecticut Regi- 

ment and invited guests to Charleston, 8. C., 

has just received public attention in the city 

of Charleston through the columns of the News 
and Courier. There was a full recognition in 
that letter of the splendid hospitality of the 

Charleston people, and a strong expression of 

the desire of the visitors to return in kind at 

some future day the full measure of their 
appreciation of the kindnesses received; and 
there was no design to provoke in what was 
otherwise said any sentiment on either side 
which should disturb the personal friendships 
existing. But there were some facts disclosed 
which were justifiable in view of the persistent 
effort of certain Democratic newspapers in this 
State to make political capital out of the visit 
by representing that the hospitalities of the trip 
clearly exposed the insincerity of the Repub- 
licans of the North in claiming any unfairness 
on the part of the Southern Bourbons in the 
methods employed to maintain their party su- 
premaey in several States. In order to show 
that observing Republicans among the Con- 
necticut visitors, while freely expressing them- 
selves as delighted with the courtesies and gen- 
erous welcome of their entertainers, were 
not convinced of the exceeding loyalty and 
devotion of their Charleston friends in political 
matters to the principles underlying the con- 


stitutional acts of reconstruction, but, on the 
contrary, had abundant evidence of the re- 
actionary feeling existing, the following facts 
were presented : 

I, That politieal partisanship among the 
Charleston Bourbons goes so far that the most 
offensive system of social ostracism prevails 
against all Republicans. 

II. That not a single Republican was placed 
upon any of the committees to receive the 
Connecticut visitors, nor was a Republican, 
high or low, invited to take part in the ban- 
queting festivities, 

III. That in conversation with several of the 
Republican visitors the South Carolina men— 
including those of party rank and social stand- 
ing=coneey and frankly justified their politi- 
cal hostility to Republicans and defended 
ballot-box corruptions—notably the use of 
tissue ballots—as warrantable means of main- 
taining themselves in power against a party 
made up, as they said, of ignorantand corrupt 
material. 

IV. That, contrasting the Bourbon position 
in South Carolina, the visiters discovered in 
North Carolina and Georgiaan entirely differ- 
ent state of feeling among Democrats—a dis- 
position to be fair to all and to encourage all 
progressive efforts for the advantage of the 
State, and they were especially pleased to hear 
the Governors of both those States expound 
doctrines not inconsistent with those main- 
tained by themselves so far as the purity of 
the ballot-box and the education of the masses 
might be concerned. 

These points, thus briefly enumerated, are 
not to be successfully disputed, and in repeat- 
ing them the original position holds true that 
on the personal and purely social side of this 
visit there is nothing to be said exeept words 
of praise. And now it may be well to say that 
the gentlemen who have talked freely about 
their political discoveries in Charleston have 
not considered that they were in the least 
doing injustice to their friends in thatcity. On 
the contrary, they supposed from the manly 
freedom with which information was given 
and admissions made that the South Carolina 
Democrats prided themselves upon the strength 
of their political position, and would not even 
entertain the profound respect they professed 
for their visitors if the latter should come 
home and fail of courage to speak the truth. 
They concealed nothing, nor did their visitors 
cloak their own opinions; both sides met and 
talked as friends, and neither invited the 
other by the least inference to display coward- 
ice in whatever might be drawn from the 
observations made; and the Connecticut men 
have simply stood by the courage of their con- 
victions, and the Charleston men, individually, 
they believe will do the same, no matter if the 
Democratic newspaper organ there—which is 
inclined to be erratic in politics ror the sake of 
home opinion one day and the next for the 
general good away from home—may do or say 
tor expediency’s sake. A letter written by a 
well-known and prominent Republican of 
Charleston, in reply to the statements made in 
THe Trmes’s correspondence, says: ‘* No Re- 
publican was on the General er Reception 
Committee, or on any other on the occasion of 
your late visit to Charleston, and no Republi- 
can was called upon to pay to the general fund. 

Now, as to the declarations of leading Dem- 
vcrats in the presence of Connecticut men 
who liked to talk politics and to instruct them- 
selves. Hlere is almost word for word what 
was said by a gentleman who on erdinary oc- 
easions does not sit far from the editorial 
chair of the paper which complains now of 
the Hartford letter: ‘‘Oh, we stand by the old 
flag, but we don’t propose to be ruled by Re- 
publicans in South Carolina, If we can’t stop 
it one way we will do itin another. We don’t 
like to tamper with the ballot-boxes or defy 
the will of freemen, but we will not allow the 
Republicans to win here. We admit it is 
tough medicine to give, and wish there were 
some other way out of the difficulty. We 
hope there will be by and by, but we can see 
no other way now.” Then another, in the 
same presence, this time a prominent Demo- 
crat who is a member of the State Committee, 
said: ‘‘ We don’t prepose to be aefrauded, 
wronged, and cheated’’—that was the invari- 
able excuse for ballot-box frauds—‘‘ and we 
shall put astop to it inour owrmway.’’ As 
soon as these words were spoken a 
gentleman close by promptly said, point- 
ing to the speaker: ‘* We put him on the 
committee for that purpose—te count ’em 
out if necessary—beeause he has the nerve, 
brain, and courage, and knows how to do it !” 
There was uniformly one explanation made 
when anything was said about the different 
treatment of Republicans living in the State 
and those coming from abroad, as the visitors 
had, that in this State the Republican leaders 
were using the colored vote for corrupt pur- 
poses, and opposition to them is entirely local, 
so that reasons which impel social as well as 
political ostracism at home do not govern 
when Republicans of other States appear as 
visiters or stay away. ‘‘ But,’ said one gen- 
tleman, ‘‘if you should come here to reside as 
a Republican and help to organize the darkies 
against us, we should not receive you as we do 
now;’’ though as a qualification to this blunt 
remark the belief was expressed that if the vis- 
itors should go there to reside they would unite 
with the Democrats, as some of them most 
likely would in the face of a threat to do so or 
suffer all the consequences whieh independent: 
political action would bring down upon them. 

All this represents the state of feeling among 
the Charleston Bourbons truly. There can be 
no possible motive on the part of any of the 
Conneeticut visitors to misrepresent them, for, 
as already said, there were no concealments to 
give doubt to their position and no confidences 
to compel silence. Indeed, at the reception 
given by the Common Council and city 
authorities one of the Connectieut speakers 
spoke with entire frankness of what he had 
discovered in the pelitical situation, and his 

pluin-spoken talk was received in the same 
spirit of kindness which characterized its utter- 
ance. He said, in substance: ‘‘ You say you 
stand by the old flag—why should you not? 
You were one of the old Thirteen. Tho 
flag owas born here. But there are 
things which the flag symbolizes of more 
account than sentimental devotion to the flag. 
You justify methods at your elections which 
are not consistent with the best interests of 
free government. You complain of an igno- 
rant voting class, who happer to be Republi- 
cans, forgetting, perhaps, that in our own 
State we have a eo class of ignorant voters 
who usually vote the Democratic ticket; but 
we let them vote, under such educational re- 
strictions as our Constitution imposes, and 
never think of counting them ont. You had 

our own Constitution in 1861, but when you 
dred on Sumter you made it possible for the 
Nation to impose a different Constitution upon 
you. If you want an intelligent suffrage and 
eannot seeure it yourselves by educational 
processes of your own, we are willing to give 
you nationa aid, though, perhaps, you will 
not accept it.’’ Mayor Courtenay here inter- 
rupted, and said: “We wouldn't’ accept it 
once, but we are about ready tonow.” The 
report of a part of the Connecticut gentleman’s 
speech is given to show that all that has been 
said in this correspondence regarding a free

with such open-hearted frankness that the gen- 
tleman ng from the Connecticut stand- 
point did so with a perfect freedom, which he

With this restatement and elaboration of 
facts it is proper to note the long silence of the 
Charleston paper since THE TIMES printed the 
Hartford letter, and to observe that the inter- 
val of three weeks was occupied in arranging 
a private correspondence, which might be 
used with apparent effect in denial. There 
does appear finally two letters from Hartford in 
the News and Courier of Monday and Tuesday 
last, signed respectively by Joseph L. Bar- 
bour, an attorney of this city, who was the re- 
cipient of many personal favors on the 
visit to Charleston, (and as he himself 
expresses it, ‘had a reyal od time,”’) 
and received a handsome cane by express on 
his return, and Lucius A. Barbour, Colonel of 
the First Regiment. There is nothing in either 
of these letters which touches the question of 
fact. Mr. J. L. Barbour admits that he was 
‘exceedingly pained and vexed” to read THE 
Timss’s letter, and he doesn’t hesitate to say 
that “he never met with the slightest discourte- 
sy or felt a shade of coolness toward me be- 
cause of my political faith.’? As there has 
been no assertion that either he or anobody of 
the visiting delegation was insulted, his gush- 
ing correspondence is of no value in this con- 
troversy. The most that Col. Barbour can say 
is ‘that Ve ‘*never sees Tom TIMES unless his 
attention is specially called to it,’’ and he *‘re- 
pudiates” the letter complained of. This does 
not touch the question. Two anonymous 
letters are printed by tke Charleston 
paper, both objecting to ‘iim Times’s 
head-line over the Hartford letter—‘‘The 
Old Rebel Leaven.”” The paper itself 
Says that these letters, neither one of which 
contains a single denial of a statement of fact 
made, “ will satisfy the community that Ton 
TimEs’s letter misrepresented our visitors as it 
misrepresented us, "and ‘‘we stand on the record, 
and are satisfied, as our visitorsare, with what 
was said and done, and with the way in which 
it was done during the entertainment of the 
Connecticut visitors by the citizens of Charles- 
ton.” Like the letter 1t prints, the Charleston 
paper is silent upon the main and only points 
which make any discussion possible, or even 
excusable. The evasion is too apparent not to 
be observed as aconspicuous mark of politic 
journalism, and a purpose to give a misleading 
direction to the whole subject, which has thus 
far been treated with considerate fairness by 
Tae Times's Hartford correspondent. 

It seems proper, in view of the breadth of 
the subject—for it is not a question of social 
hospitality between the people of South Caro- 
lina and Connesticut, as that is to be always 
encouraged, but goes into the merits of polit- 
ical systems and partisan methods which are 
vital in good government—to use the Charles- 
ton News and Courier itself, as the avowed 
organ of the Charleston Bourbons, as a witness 
in this controversy to the condition of things 
which the Connecticut visitors have disclosed. 
As it makes no denial of the charges, its integ- 
rity will not be questioned when it is putina 
position, awkward though it may be, to estab- 
lish the correctness of what it e. renwivet d 
tries to east suspicion upon. The Charleston 
paper, in replying less than six months ago to 
Tr Trmes’s review of Jefferson Davis’s book, 
illustrated the feeling of its Democratic sup- 
porters when it defended the right of secession, 
declaring that it ‘‘is not intelligible that the 
right to secede, under the old Constitution, 
should be seriously denied; it was the North 
that was outside the law camping beyond the 


comfines of ‘the Constitution; in contem- 
plation of law under’ the Constitu- 
tion, the South was justified in all 


that was done.’’ That is the view to-day; 
the Connecticut visitors heard the same talk. 
I have referred to what was said about the 
ignorance of voters in SouthCarolina and the de- 
fense of counting-out processes; the same thing 
was indicated in an editorial in the Charleston 
paper last Summer, when, referring to the 
strength of the negro vote South joined to the 
ignorant vote North, it said ‘‘ the Democratic 
Party in the South is all that keeps the col- 
ored vote within bounds and makes it safe,’’ 
Here is another of its pointed utterances: 
‘* Every Southern white man knows, of course, 
that he is better than a nigger, and that Rad- 
ical is only another name for a rogue, but in 
round numbers this is about all he does know; 
so leng as the Democratic ticket is elected 
every two years he thinks the country is safe, 
and he is as happy as he can be.” ‘This was 
when the paper was in a mood for telling the 


‘truth, for, admitting the very state of things 


which the Connecticut mien noticed and were 
sorry to see, it said: 

‘A great necessity of our people is the general 
diffusion of knowledge upon the great controlling 
questions of the day. Our farmers do as our 
fathers did. They know enough to sow the seed 
at the proper season, and when the harvest is 
ready to be gathered; but in nine cases out of ten 
they are ignorant of the constituent elements of 
the soil they cultivate, and cannot employ the sim- 
plest remedies for the restoration of their ex- 
hausted acres. And soitisin almost every other 
department of physical exertion and mental ac- 
tivity. Society is running in old ruts; there is no 
ambition to improve upon the theories and prac- 
tices of acentury ago. Weare falling behind the 
rest of the world because we do not keep step with 
the march of progress. If we would accomplish 
more we must be better informed upon the leading 
questions of the day, which inyolve the personal 
interests of every member of society, and are 
bound to be settled one way or another, whether 
we take part in their discussion or keep silent 
through ignorance.”’ 

No Connecticut gentleman who visited 
Charleston has attempted to make any worse 
showing for South Carolina than this. Much 
more might be quoted from the columns of the 
same paper, especially its oft-repeated defense 
of the notorious campaign of 1876, which 
would all give abundant evidence of the truth- 
ful character of the representations made in 
this correspondence, on the trustworthy testi- 
mony of Connecticut men who saw with their 
own eyes and heard with their own ears more 
than has yet been told. It makes very little 
difference what a few individual visitors on 
the Charleston trip who were too much ab- 
sorbed in festival observances to see below the 
surface of things may say, for they are not 
men, as a rule, who ever study politics or care 
enough for their eonvictions to assert them, if 
they have any—but there were in the party 
thoughtful, observing men, who, appreciating 
all the kindly associations of the visit, took 
within themselves the fullness of a political 
situation in South Carolina, which would be 
alarmingly dangerous ifit were not exception- 
al, These men now say that the Hartford let- 
ter to THE TIMES was a perfectly fair and trus 
statement of their understanding of things— 
put effectively, yet with courtesy—and what 
the rest may say is not of the slightest conse- 
quence.

THE UNITED STATES CONSULAR 
JUDICIAL SYSTEM, 
A REPORT BY THE SECRETARY OF SsTATE 
RECOMMENDING THE ESTABLISHMENT 
OF A SBPARATE JUDICIARY IN EASTERN 
COUNTRIES, 

Wasnineton, Dec, 19,—The President to- 
day sent to both houses of Congress a report of the 
Secretary of State on the necessity of introducing 
modifications into the extra-territorial jurisdic- 
tional system of the United States in China, Japan, 
and other Eastern countries where consular courts 
are allowed by treaties, The Secretary of State 
deals with the subject comprehensively, Without 
absolutely denying the constitutionality of the ju- 
dicial acts of our Ministers and Consuls as the law 
now stands, he shows that there is ample room to 
question the entire conformity of their procedure 
to the Constitution, Taking the ground that treaties 
with those countries cannot give to Congress great- 
er rights over American citizens there than the 
Constitution itself gives, he says: “It will, for 
instance, be well to examine whether the superpo- 
sition of the personal function of a Judge upon 
the personal function of a Minister or Consul is the 
constitution of a tribunal of justice, inferior to the 
Supreme Court, within the terms of the Constitu- 
tion; whether the fact that the jurisdiction of a 
tribunal so constituted is exercised outside of the 
territorial limits of the United States is suff- 
cient ground for omitting the forms of 


indictment and trial by jury which are 
indispensable in criminal cases within such 
territorial limits; whether the appellate re- 


sources providéd are consistent with the Federal 
judicial system, of which the consular judicial 
systém must necessarily be a — whether the 
discretional power conferred by section 4,103 of 
the Revised Statutes upon the Minister, to submit 
or not, as he may see fit, a death sentence which he 
himself may have pronounced, to the Presidential 
clemency, is in harmouy with the Executive 
prerogative of pardon; whether the powers given 
to Ministers or Consuls, as such, to make decrees 
and regulations for the conduct of trials in their 
courts, before themselves as Judges, may not in- 
volve a legislative function, incompatible with the 
judicial function, and lastly, whether the broad 
authority given by section 4,088 of the Revised 
Statutes to Consuls and commercial agents, in 
countries not fnkabited by any civilized people, or 
where no treaty stipulations exist, is constitutional 
or safe.” 

+ The fitness of consular officers, as a rule, to dis- 
charge judicial functions is next considered, with 
the conclusion that the needs of the consular ser- 
vice demand men of business capacity, alive to the 
interests of our trade, rather than trained jurists, 
and that there {fs risk of incongruous and conflict- 
ing procedure by consular officers who, while ex- 
cellent commercial representatives, may be un- 
familiar with the law. ‘The sweeping propositions 
of the statutes, which leave the Minister or Con- 
sul the judge of how far the domestio law, which 
Congress has extended to the treaty countries, may 
be necessary or suitable, which empowers him to 
administer at will the general common law and the 
law of equity and admiralty, and which give him au- 
thority to make new laws to supply such deficien- 
cies in the existing codes as he may deem proper, 
are next reviewed, and doubts are expressed as to 
the constitutionality or wisdom of intrusting such 
wide latitude to consular officers. 

The codification of the mass of statutory law on 
the subject in the Revised Statutes is censured as 
ill-digested, disconnected in its parts, and obscure 
as a whole, thus giving rise to diverse interpreta- 
tion andconflicts of jurisdiction, Passing to the 
consideration of areformed code of extra-territo- 
rial jurisdiction, the Secretary examines the con- 
stitution of a mixed international court, as in 
Egypt, and concludes that it is not extra-territorial, 
but derives its validity from the law of the 
country where it is held, even though for- 
eigners sit as permanent Judges, In China 
such a system is regarded as impracticable, al- 
though itis suggested that the Japanese Govern- 
ment may in time propose a modification of the 
foreign judicial stipulations of treaty and the 
erection of a general mixed court. The remaining 
alternative is then presented—the constitution of a 
high court of the United States at the principal 
centre of foreign intercourse with a country, se- 
lecting Shanghai in China, for instance; the ap- 
pointment of an American Judge there, with func- 
tions analogous to those of a Judge in the Fed- 
eral District Courts of the United States, 
and holding office for life or during 
good behavior; provision for choosing Grand 
Juries to present indictments, and ordinary juries 
to try cases; the appointment of a clerk, thus mak- 
ing the court one of record; the nomination of 
Associate Justices in the larger commercial cities, 
with powers and functions precisely defined by 
law; the promulgation of an intelligent Code; the 
holding of fullterms at the seat of the principal 
court, and lastly, appellate recourse to a Circuit 
Court in the United States. Such a purely judicial 
system, separated from the eonsular functions, 
would, in the eager me of the Secretary of 
State, remove the doubts which hamper the 
present scheme, especially in cases involving 
human life. Since the present law was framed 
seven capital convictions have occurred, all in 
China and Japan. These instances are summa- 
rized by the Secretary. Only one execution of sen- 
tence followed conviction, inthe case of John D. 
Buckley, who was hanged at Shanghai in 1864, 
after denial by the Minister, Mr. Burlingame, of the 
privilege of appeal to the Executive clemency. 
Mr. Blaine quotes Mr. Burlingame’s statement 
that he ‘‘did not see his way clear to grant this 
request,’””> and also Consul-General Seward’s 
statement that no reason ‘excepting the 
absence of appropriate legislation’. prevented 
the usual guarantee of jury trial. Another singu- 
lar case is mentioned—that of Dinkelle—who was 
convicted of murder by the Consular Court at 
Hiogo, and pardoned by the President on condi- 
tion of undergoing life imprisonment, but who has 
refused to accept such a conditional commutation, 
and is now held in prison under indefinite post- 
ponement of the execution of the death sentence. 
The recent well-known case of Mirzan at Alexan- 
dria is also referred to. 

In conciusion, Mr. Blaine admits that on the 
whole the consular judicial system has worked 
with considerable regularity, utility, and success; 
but he attributes this result rather to the unre- 
stricted right of extra-territoriality and the average 
common sense of the Consuls than to the constitu- 
tionality or precision of the statutes, and he doubts 
whether the fact that the arbitrary powers those 
officers possess is discreetly used is a sufficient 
argument for conferring or continuing those 
powers. In view of all this, he deems it his duty 
to urge the President to recommend to Congress 
the modification of the existing systemin a judicial 
and constitutional sense.

THE GUITEAU TRIAL DELAYED. 
ONE OF THE JURORS EXCUSED TILL WEDNES- 
DAY TO ATTEND HIS WIPE’S FUNERAL. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—It was very gener- 
ally known in and around the City Hall this 
morning that the wife of one of the jurors in the 
Guiteau case had died, and that, consequently, 
there was little or no probability of the 
trial being proceeded with to-day. Never- 
theless, the crowd waiting for the open- 
ing of the doors was as large as usual, 
and the court-room, soon after the doors 
were opened, was filled to overflowing. Mr. 
Williams, the Deputy Marshal, made an announce- 
ment, by authority of Judge Cox,'that there would 
be no session of the court to-day, that probably 
the prisoner would not be brought in, and that 
those who desired to leave the room might do soat 
once. But the intimation was not acted on, and 
all the spectators kept their places. 

When the jurors took their seats there was one 
vacant chair in the jury-box. It was nearly 11 
o’clock when the court was formaily opened, and 
the prisoner was escorted to his seat. is appear- 
ance was greatly changed (though hardly improved) 
by the loss of his beard. Mr. Hobbs, the bereaved 
juror, came into court immediately after Judge 
Cox had taken his seat, and had a whispered con- 
versation with the Judge, followed by a consultation 
between the Judge and the District Attorney. 
Subsequently, the District Attorney rose, and in 
appropriate terms referred to the calamity which 
had fallen on the juror, and said that the instincts 
of humanity required that the juror be allowed an 
opportunity of paying proper respeet to the mem- 
ory of his deceased wife. He, therefore, proposed, 
with the assent of the prisoner and his counsel, 
that Mr. Hobbs be permitted to go home. 

Mr, Scoville expressed his full consent to the 
proposition, and suggested that the juror should 
not even be incumbered by the presence of a bailiff. 
At the same time, he asked the court to admonish 
allthe jurors not to have any communication or 
conversation with outside persons in regard to the 
case. 

Judge Cox said that the bailiffs in charge of the 
jury were aware of the rule. and enforced it, and 
that the jurors themselves also understood it. 

The prisoner said he had entire confidence in the 
honor and integrity of the jurors. 

Judge Cox repeated the admonition to the jurors 
to hold no communication with any person outside 
in reference to the case. 

Mr. Scoville stipulated that the warning should 
also apply to the daily papers, and that they should 
not be read by the jurors. He also intimated that 
he desired to put some further questions to Mrs. 
Wilson and Mrs. Dunmire, and asked that they be 
not allowed to leave the city. 

The order permitting Mr. Hobbs to go home was 
then duly made and entered, and the court ad- 
journed till Wednesday. 

Mr. Scoville said to-day that he had faith that 
the jury, if it does not acquit the prisoner, will dis- 
agree. He has held this opinion from the first, and 
has seen no reason to change it. In regard to the 
expert testimony, ho does not think it will amount 
to much one way or the other, for the experts will 
be so torn to shreds that the jury will not give 
much consideration to their testimony. Mr. 
Scoville thinks Guiteau is spoiling his case as 
far as he can. Guiteau does not seem to be 
able to see what is to come from the questions Mr. 
Scoville asks witnesses, and when Mr. Scoville lays 
the foundation for contradicting a witness, Guiteau 
does positive injury to himself and spoils the whole 
thing by correcting the witness on the spot, and 
putting him on his guard, This was the case, hé 
said, in regard to the witness Shaw. Mr. Scoville 
says, in reference to Mrs. Dunmire, that he can

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THE LAND GRANT RAILKOADS, 

REPORT OF COMMISSIONER M’CAMMON— 
RAPID EXTENSION OF RAILROAD LINES 
DURING THE YEAR, 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 19.—The report of the 
Hon, Joseph K, McCammon, Commissioner of 
Railroads, contains a statement of the financial 
condition of the various land grant railroads and 
other figures, which have already been published 
in connection with the annual report of the Secre- 
tary of the Interlor, After speaking of the sub- 
stantial improvement shown in all of the railroad 
properties during the past year, Mr. McCammon 
says; ‘The construction of new and the extension 
of old railroads in the West, and notably the leas- 
ing and rapid building of new lines by the 


Central ana Union Pacific Companies since the 
last report are marked features of railroad history. 
The Union Pacific is building an extension from 
Granger, a station on their main line 156 miles east 
of Ogden, to Baker City, Oregon, via Port Neuf, on 
the Utah Northern Railroad, which will connect at 
Baker City with the Oregon system of railroads, 
and thus acquire an outlet tothe Pacific coast in- 
dependent of the Central Pacific Railroad. This 
extension when completed will be about 600 miles 
long, and steel rails to lay the entire length have 
been contracted for, It is represented that the work 
will be mg xi at an early date. The Cen- 
tral Pacific has this year, by leasing the South- 
erm Pacific of Arizona and New-Mexico, which 
is now completed to Deming, New-Mexieo, and 
there connecting with the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fé Railroad, secured a throuzh route from 
the Pacific coast, independent of the Union Pacific 
Railroad. The Atlantic and Pacific Road is being 
extended toward the Pacific coast at a rapid rate, 
and is hn ge to reach there at an early date, 
The Northern Pacific is being rapidly constructed 
from both the east and west. The indications 
are that within a short time there will be 


five different routes to the Pacific coast, 
where, less than a year ago, there was 
but one. The railroads have been instrumental 


in developing the country at arapid rate; capital 
has been invested in immense sums, and still the 
tendency is toward increased developments, princi- 
pally in the West and South-west. It is believed 
that the operations in railroad construction this 
ear will exceed those of any previous year, and, 
n consequence, large tracts of mineral and agricul- 
tural lanas will be made accessible.” 

After an exhaustive report upon the condition of 
the roads, the Commissioner takes up the question 
of compensation to land grant railroads for trans- 
portation of troops and Government supplies, and 
says: “I would recommend that Congress consider 
the question whether provision should not be made 
to establish permanently, or for a stated period, 
the rate of compensation to be paid by the Govern- 
ment to the railroads mentioned. After dte con- 
sideration of the subject, I have reached the eon- 
clusion that 50 per cent. of the tariff or ordinary 
rate of the companies would be a compensation 
just to the railroads and the Government, and 
proper for permanent application.” 

Commissioner McCammon transmits with his re- 
ort a supplemental report of the railroad engineer, 
{r. H. Blackstone. This document shows that a 

careful examination has been made of the rolling 
stock, tracks, bridges, &c., of the land grant roads. 
Mr. Blackstone says: “‘Itis gratifying to find these 
roads in such general good condition, they having 
recently passed through a rather severe Winter 


season without sufficient time and _oppor- 
tunity for any general repair and _= sur- 
facing of track, &c., showing that the 


improvements spoken of by my predecessor were 
of a substantial character. However, the favorable 
condition of these railroads, under all the circum- 
stances, still leaves much to be done in order to 
bring them to that standard condition that truo 
economy in their maintenance and operation sug- 
gests.’’ The engineer criticizes severely the faulty 
construction of many of the bridges, and says that 
comparatively few of them are supplied with 
proper safeguards against accident. In conclusion, 
the attention of Congress is invited to the fact that 
there is no uniferm system of railroad signals in 
use, which is a source of confusien and should be 
remedied by appropriate legislation.

THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
COMMISSIONER LORING’S REPORT OF THE 
WORK DONE DURING THE YEAR. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—In his annual re- 
port to the President, the Commissioner of Agri- 
culture says that upon entering upon the discharge 
of his duties, on July 1 last, he found an elaborate 
plan of operationsfor the year already iaid out by 
his predecessor. Such of the investigations as he 
thought of value he has pushed forward with an 
ardent desire to bring them to legitimate conclu- 


sions. The Commissioner says: ‘‘ Provision had 
been made for investigating the  agricul- 
tural condition of the Pacific coast for 
continuing the work on the Artesian well 


in Colorado; for proceeding with the experiment 
in the cultivation of the tea plant; for concluding 
the investigation into the manufacture of sugar 


from sorghum; for observations on the existence 
of pleuro-pneumonia and other contagious dis- 
eases of animals, both in this country and in those 
English ports to which American cattle are ex- 
ported; for continued examinations into the neces- 
sities and opportunities of American forestry; for 
tests of textile fibres, both animal and vegetable, 
for a scientific investigation of the habits of insects 
injurious to vegetation and of the best methods 
of destroying them, and for the usual work of the 
various divisions of the department for which ap- 
propriations had been made by Congress.’’ All of 
these subjects have been given the most careful at- 
tention both by the Commissioner and by experi- 
enced experts in the various branches, and the re- 
port contains many valuable conclusions arrived at 
by the department, The expenses of the attempt 
to cultivate the tea plant in South Carolina have 
been somewhat curtailed without detriment to the 
experiment. One of the experts—Mr. Saunders— 
who has visited the tea farm established in Sum- 
merville, 8. C., reports that ‘‘the 200 acres of land 
selected for the experiment are most of them coy- 
ered with a heayy forest growth, the soil being 
‘poor, hungry sand’ of a character‘ to support 
only the scantiest kind of vegetation.’ Of 
this, about 15 acres had been cleared, and 
was under a primitive cultivation. On these aeres 
operations were begun in January last. A space 
was prepared for sowing the tea seed, and prepara- 
tion was made for covering the plants, which, 
when young, suffer severely on being exposed to 
the sun, The plants were growing well, and con- 
stituted the entire tea crop of the farm,” Mr, 
Saunders reported that with regard to the future 
prospects of the enterprise, if continued in the 
line of the present scheme and under the present 
system, it may be said that there is not much room 
for encouragement, The poverty of the soil and 
the character of the climate, in which frosts some- 
times ocour, seem to be unfavorable to the produc- 
tion of strong, highly flavored teas, as had already 
been proved by an experiment in McIntosh, Ga. 
The investigation of contagious diseases among 
domesticated animals has been continued with 
goodresults. The results of some of these inquiries, 
such as the discovery of infected head-ropes in 
ocean steamers. are already known. The fact has 
also been established that pleuro-pneumonia exists 
in several of the Eastern States, although in most 
cases ina very mild form. Prominence is given to 
the report of the veterinary surgeons sent to Great 
Britain to inquire into the alleged importation from 
the United States of diseased cattle, and the Com- 
missioner believes that most of the misunderstand- 
ings on this subject have given way before the con- 
vincing proofs presented by the American surgeons, 
‘The special investigation of the insects affect- 
ing the cotton crop,”” the Commissioner says, ‘is 
being actively carried on, particularly in its more 
practical bearings, and most valuable discoveries 
have been made in mechanical details and prin- 
ciples that lessen the cost of protecting the 


crop and simplify the necessary ma- 
chinery. Recognizing the importance to our 
Western farmers of acquiring data upon 


which to predicate as to the probable action of 
the Rocky Mountain locust in 1882, I have hadan 
agent specially engaged, under the direction of the 
entomologist, to gather such data in the perma- 
nent breeding-grounds of this pest, lying for the 
most part in the thinly settled regions of the North- 
west. Remembering the incalculable loss and suf- 
fering which this insect entailed between the years 
1873 and 1877, losses which largely he!ped to pro- 
long the commercial depression of that period, this 
information seems to me of sufficient moment to 
warrant annual observations of amore extended 
nature.’’ 

Commissioner Loring expresses his intention of 
making the crop reports much more accurate and 
exhaustive than heretofore. His report is accom- 
panied by anumber of special reports on various 
branches of inquiry compiled by experts.

THE PERUVIAN CLAIMS. 
MR. BLAINE’S INSTRUCTIONS TO THE SPECIAL 
ENVOY OF THE UNITED STATES, 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—All the correspond- 
ence between the, Department of State and the 
Chilian and Peruvian Legations is now being copied 
to send to the Senate, in response to the resolution 
of that body. As that may require several days, 
Secretary Blaine, with the approval of the Presi- 
dent, to-day gave the following dispatch to the 
press: ‘ 


DEPARTMENT OF STAT, ! 
Wasuineton, Deo, 16, 1881. 

William H. Trescot, Asg., Special Envoy, &c., &e., 

Santiago: 5 : : 

Str: Some erroneous statements, now being cir- 
culated in a portion of the American press, may 
reach Santiago and create an injurious impression 
in the minds of the Chilian Government; I write 
you this instruction from excess of caution in 
order that no enduring harm may result. The er 
roneous statements in the press to which I especial- 
ly refer aro those which represent this Govern- 
ment as in some way giving encouragement to 
tne Cochet claim against Peru, which, being 
acknowledged, should enable the United States 
to pay an indemnity to Chili and then practically 
own Peru, either directly or through an associa- 
tion of American citizens, This is the extreme 
statement, and it has many shadings and varia- 
tions. You will take prompt and special care to 
anticipate anything that might result from these 
rumors being circulated in Chili by a disavowal 
and denial of them in whole and in every 
part. The only claim for which this de 
partment h instructed our Minister at Lima to 
use bis good offices is that known as the Landreau 
Claim, and this is to the extent only of requesting 
that Mr. Landreau should be permitted to ‘have an 


és 


authorized investigation of his claim by the Pe- 
ruvian Government, and that, if found to be good 
and valid, it should be provided for in any treaty 
with Chili which might affect the Feopenty to 
which it attaches. The law officer of the depart- 
ment of State as long ago as 1874 made an exhanst- 
ive report on this claim,and recommended that this 
Government should ’ 2terpose its good offices in be- 
half therof. On th: 20th of July, 1874, my prede- 
cessor, Mr. Secretary Fish, instructed our Minister 
at Lima to use his good offices with the Peruvian 
authorities in behalf of Mr. John C. Landreau, 
“ with a view of securing from that Government a 
speedy investigation and adjustment of his claim.” 
On the 20th day of February, 1880, the House of 
Representatives of the last Congress unanimously 
passed the following resolution: 

“ That the petition of John C. Landreau, the report 
made thereon by the Committee on Foreign Affairs, 
and the accompanying papers be transmitted to the 
Executive Department with the request that the Pres- 
ident take such steps as, in his opinion, may be proper 
end in accordance with international law to secure to 
the said John C. Landreau a final settlement and ad- 
justment of his claim against the Government of Peru; 
and that, if in his opinion it is proper to do so, the 
President invite the Government of France to co- 
operate with the United States in this behalf.” 

I inclose herewith, for your further information, 
cepies of my instructions to Mr. Hurlbut on this 
subject. It gives me pleasure to say, in this con- 
nection, that Mr. Hurlbut’s action in regard to 
both the Landreau and Cochet claims nas been 
marked by entire prudence and discretion. While 
disabusing the mind of the Chilian Government of 
any impression that the United States meditates 
intervention on behalf of private claims beyond 
the use of its good offices, you will say that 
justice seems to demand that Landreau 
should have an opportunity to be heard 
in support of his claim before a tribunal in Pera, 
competent to decide, and that if decided in his 
favor a treaty of peace which might cede territory 
to Chili should not be made in disregard of any 
rights which Mr. Landreau may be found, after an 
impartial judicial investigation, to posess. Further 
than this the Department of State has not felt au- 
thorized to go, and I must express the hope that 
the Governments of Peru and Chili, to both of 
which you are accredited, will recognize the mod- 
eration and justice of the request made by this 
Government.

The Peruvian Minister, Mr. J. F. Elmore, fur- 
nishes for publication to-night a statement, of 
which the following is an abstract, with reference 
to the claims known as the “ Cochet and Landreau 
claims” against the Government of Peru, which 
are referred to in the recently printed correspond- 
ence of the Secietary of State with Minister Hurl- 
but: Mr. Elmore ce by characterizing as 
entirely without foundation the statements made 
in a number of American newspapers upon the au- 
thority of Mr. Shipherd, to the effect that Presi- 
dent Calderon admitted the justice of the Cochet 
and Landreau ciaims, (amounting in the aggregate 
to $1,000,000,000,) and that on the day when he wasar- 
restedjby the Chilian authorities he intended tosign 
a formal acknowledgment of this national indebt- 
edness, Mr. Elmore says: “As the Minister of Peru, 
as the representative of the provisional Govern- 
ment, and as a friend of Sefior Calderon, I formally 
deny the supposed facts contained in Mr. Ship- 
herd’s declaration for the following reasons: 

First—I know personally Sefior Calderon, his up- 
right and honorable character, and his patriotism, 
and I know that even ifthe claims of the so-called 
Peruvian Company were for one million instead 
of one thousani millions he would never have 
recognized them (even supposing their validity) 
until he knew more about them, and until he were 
authorized to do so by the Peruvian Congress. 

Second—President Calderon is an eminent jurist 
and one of the most distinguished lawyers of Peru, 
and no Peruvian—much less Caideron—would dare 
to declare valid, without searching invéstigation, 
the most gigantic claim which history records. 

Third—Neither the Peruvian Government nor 
the Peruvian Legation in Washington has taken any 
serious notice of the so-called Peruvian Company’s 
claims. Mr. Shipherd spoke to me ence on the 
pa pers and sent me a communication, together 
with copies of his pamphlets and his notification 
to the Chilian Minister. Inevereven acknowledged 
the receipt of that communication, (except on 
a visiting card.) and have never had any 
correspondence on the subject either with Presi- 
dent Calderon or the Peruvian Minister of Foreign 
Affairs. Mr. Calderon would never have taken 
such a step (as that reported) without hearing from 
the Peruvian Legation in the United States and 
without consulting the Peruvian Ministers of 
Foreign Relations and of Finance, who knew 
nothing officially on the subject. 

Fourth—It is absurd to suppose that President 
Calderon would have recognized the Peruvian 
Company’s elaims (apart from their validity and 
amount) in view of the objects and purposes of 
said company. Valid and solemn contracts exist 
between the Government of Peru and a most hon- 
orable and powerful financial society of Paris, 
called the ‘* Société Générale de Credit Industriel 
et Commercial.” Among these contracts are those 
of Jan. 7, 1880, and Feb. 1, 1881, which are intended 
to seeure the payment of the foreign ereditors of 
Peru and other national debts by placingin the 
hands of the “Credit Industriel” the manage- 


ment and working of the Peruvian guano 
and nitrate deposits. Now, in consequence of 
these legal national contracts, negotiations 


between the said Credit Industriel and Peru were 
begun more than a year ago (of which both Secre- 
tary Evarts and Secretary Blaine, as well as the 
Chilian Government, were advised) with the object 
of affording to Peru means of satisfying the right- 
ful claims of Chili in respect to a war indemnity 
without saerificing the integrity of Peruvian terri- 
tory. Peru has thus been considering a legal, 


honorable, and rational plan of paying her 
debts and the war claims of Chili, and 
there was no possibility of Sefior Calderon 


taking for one moment into consideration either 

the PeruvianfCompany’s scheme or any of the other 

wild projects which have served to amuse newspa- 

He readers and to bring unjust censure upon the 

1onorable public servants of the United States. 

The Chili-Peruvian conflict is already of it- 

self sufficiently complicated without the neces- 

sity of making its solution more difficult by 
the capricious interpretations of various writers 
and by sensational rumors to serve personal or po- 
litical purposes. The solution of the South Ameri- 
can conflict is in the hands of the United States, 
and the American people and the world will bo 
convinced that the influence of the United States 

Government and their representatives in Peru has 

been exercised in the spiritof absolute impar- 

tiality, justice, and honor.”

ARMY AND NAVY NEWS. 

A MEASURE AFFECTING RETIREMENTS—OR- 
DERS TO OFFICERS AND NAVAL REPORTS. 
Wasuineton, Dec. 19,—The hearing of the 

case of Daniel McClure, formerly Assistant Pay- 

master-General in the Army, for the settlement of 
certain accounts involving the sum of $33,000, 
began in the Court of Claims to-day, Mr. J. 8. Blair 
representing the Government, and ex-Senator Mc- 

Donald and Judge Wilson the defendant. 

Major James G. C. Lee bas been ordered to re- 
pair at once to St. Louis and relieve Major Edward 
D. Baker, Quartermaster, of his duties at that 
place, and to report by letter to the Lieutenant- 
yeneral commanding the Military Division of the 
Missouri. Major Baker, on being thus relieved, 
will report by letter to the Lieutenant-General 
commanding the Military Division of the Missouri. 
Second Lieut. Edwin H. Webber, Twentieth In- 
fantry, has been detailed for instruction at the 
School of Application for Infantry and Cavairy at 
Fort Leavenworth, Kansas, and ordered to report 
in person to the commanding officer of the school, 
Dec. 20, or as soon thereafter as practicable. 

A bill introduced in the House to-day by Mr. 
Pettibone, of Tennessee, provides that all General 
officers and officers of different staff corps of the 
Army shail be retired from active service when 
they have served 45 years, and that all officers of 
the line shail be retired when they have reached 
the age of 60 years. The bill further provides that 
when General and staff officers who have not 
served 45 years and lino officers who have not 
reached the age of 60 are unable properly to per- 
form their duties, they shall be reported by the 
General of the Army to the President, who will 
convene a board of five officers, one of whom is to 
be a medical officer, to report the facts of the case 
with recommendations. Should the board report 
the disability to be the result of services in the line 
of duty, the officer isto be placed on the retired 
list; otherwise he will be retired on one year's pay. 

Rear-Admiral Clitz, commanding the Asiatic 
station, reports, under date of Yokohama, Japan, 
Nov. 24, that the Monocacy and the Swatara are at 
that port; that the Ashuelot left Nagasaki for 
Tientsin on Oet. 11, and her repairs have been de- 
ferred till Spring, and that the Alert left Kobe on 
the 14th for Nagasaki. The Palos is at Hong Kong. 
Lieut,-Commander F. W. Green reports that the 
measurement of longitude has been completed be- 
tween Hong Kong, Canton, and Manila. The work 
of the measurement between Hong Kong, Singa- 
pore, and Saigon was to be begun atonce. There 
is no indication of any change in the state of 
affairs in China and Japan. , 

The Navy Department has received advices of 
the disposition of the European squadron as fol- 
lows: The Lancaster arrived at Ville Franche 
from New-York Nov. 26, and will remain there 
until necessary repairs have been made. Thesere- 
pairs will occupy three or four weeks. The Nipsic 
was on her way to Alexandria, Egypt, Dec. 1. The 
Galena isat Ville Franche. The Quinnebaug bas 
also returned there from Marseilles, where she 
spent two months undergoing repairs. The ves- 
sels of the fleet will visit Eastern ports in succession 
until affairs are in a more settled condition. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon A. G. Cabell has been 
ordered to the Palos, Asiatic station, relieving 
Passed Assistant Surgeon Frank C. Dale, who is or- 
dered home. The orders of Surgeon McDrennan 
are so far modified that he will regard himself de- 
tached from the naval station without waiting for 
relief and ordered to the Enterprise. 

The Senate Committee on Naval Affairs to-day 
decided to postpone action on the nomination of 
Pay Director Watmough to be Paymaster-General 
and all other contested naval nominations until 
after the holidays.

SUPREME COURT DECISIONS. 
A DECISION AGAINST A. T. STEWART & 0O.— 


OTHER CASES ON WHICH OPINIONS 


WERE RENDERED YESTERDAY. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—A decision was ren- 
dered by the United States Supreme Court to- 
day in the case of William Libby and others, sur- 
vivors of A. T. Stewart and Francis Warden, 
against Lewis C. Hopkins and others, brought here 
by appeal from the Supreme Court of Onio. This 
‘was a suit to foreclose certain mortgages upon real 
estate in the city of Cineinnati, given by Hopkins 


to A. T, Stewart & Co. as security for the payment 
of promissory notes. Hopkins sent Stewart & 
Co., befere he became insolvent, money enough 
to pay these notes and release the real 
esta’ the the mortcazes,

and gave specific directions that oney 
should’ 1 be so applied. Stewart & hg 


used the remittances to pay other and 
debts of —— for merchandise bought of the 
and then, after Hopkins became insolvent, songh 
to have the mortgages declared a first lien upon 
the property which they covered. The court be- 
low refused to allow this to be done, declaring 
that Stewart & Co. had no right to set off the un- 
secured debt due to them against funas intrusted 
to them for an entirely different purpose. This 
court affirms the judgment of the Supreme Court 
of Ohio, and holds that as Stewart & Co. refused to 
apply the money as Hopkins directed, they held it 
subject to his order, and continued so to hold if 
until the rights of the Trustee in bankruptoy 
attached. If, therefore, Stewart & Co. enforced 
the lien of the mortgages, mer must satisfy the 
counter-claim of the Trustee in bankruptcy of Hop« 
kins to the money which they wrongfully applied. 
Opinion by Justice Woods. 

A decision was also rendered in the case of Ruth 
E. Thompson against the Knickerbocker Life Inx 
surance Company—a case presenting again thd 
question of forfeiture for non-payment of pre: 
mivm. The court holds, first, that forfeiture tq 
ee be premium punctually when due forfeits the 

olicy; second, that if the company accepts a note 
a part payment of the premium, with the express 
stipulation that the note shall be paid at maturity 
upon penalty of forfeiture, the penalty must be 
enforced; third, that sickness or ‘partent 


fs not a valid exeuse for non-payment 
fourth, that the company is not bound to give th 
insured notice of the maturity of the note or th 
falling due of the preeeens fifth, that a paro 
agreement to waive forfeiture cannot stand agains 
the express terms of the policy or note; sixth, tha 
previous acts of leniency on the part of the com: 
pany cannot be construed as a permanent waiver 
of the forfeiture clause. The judgement of the 
_— Court is affirmed. Opinion by Justice 
radley. 

A decision of importance to importers of piInm- 
bago was rendered in the case of Josiah H. Gautiex 
and others against C. A. Arthur, Collector. This 
was asuit brought to recover duties paid on 800 
barrels of plumbago imported by a French vessel 
from Ceylon. The importers contended that the 
goods were exempt from duty under the fifth sec 
tion of the act of June 6, 1872, to reduce duties on 
imports, which places plumbago on the free list. 
The Collector held that the goods were liable t 
duty under the seventeenth section of the act of 
June 80,1864, which imposes a discriminating duty o 
10 per cent. ad valorem upon goods imported ir 
foreign ships. This court holds that the discrimi 
nating section of the act of 1864 was repealed by 
the act of June 6, 1872, so far as the free list in the 
fifth section of the last-mentioned act is concerned, 
and that, consequently, plumbago, whether im< 
ported in foreign ships or American ships, is fred 
from duty, as are also the other articles named in 
the said fifth section. The judgmert of the Circuit 
Court is reversed, with directions to enter judgy 
ment in favor of the importers for the amount of 
duties paid, with interest and costs. Opinion b 
Justice Field. ‘ 

No. 815.—Willlam H. Wood against the Burling: 
ton and Missouri River Railroad Company, in Ne« 
braska. Thisisasuit in which the complainant, 
Wood, asserts a homestead claim to a tract of lan 
in Nebraska embraced within the limits of th 
grant made to the railroad company by the Unite 
States. The court holds that the estate of the rail¥ 
road company had become vested before Woo 
took the png steps to secure a homestea 
tight. His claim, therefore, necessarily falls ponig 
the superior right of the company.

No. 1,005—The Town of Louisville, Ill,, against 
the Portsmouth Savings Bank; in error, to thé 
Circuit Court of the United States for the Southern 
District of Illinois.

The principal reason assigned by the corporation 
for its refusal to pay the coupons, and the maiz 
— of its defense, is that on the day when th 

onds were authorized by a vote of the people o' 
Louisville, a new State Constitution was adopte 
byithe people of Illinois, making it illegal fo 
any municipal corporation, to subscribe to the cam 
ital stock of any railroad or to make donation to, 
or lend its credit in aid of, any such corporation, 
except in cases where such donations or subscrip: 
tions had already been authorized under existing 
laws by a popular vote of the municipality. In a 
long and carefully prepared opinion by Jux 
tice Harlan this court holds that the Louis 
yille township election of the 2d of July} 
1870, was held prior to the adoption of the 
section forbidding municipal subscriptions or dona 
tions in aid of railroad corporations, and under the 
authority of valid enactments in force when such 
election washeld. The bonds, the coupons of which 
are in suit were consequently unaffected by the 
prohibition of the State Constitution. For deci 
sions upon the other points of the municipalty'’s 
defense the court refers to its opinion in the similaj 
ease of Harter against Karnochan, 103; Unites 
States, 562. The judgment of the court below is 
affirmed. Justices Bradley and Miller dissent.

SHEVLIN’S BOOK-KEEPING.

CERTIFYING BILLS FOR LARGER QUANTIFIES 
THAN WERE RECEIVED. 

The inquiry into the charges contained ina 
report of Warden Green, of the Kings County 
Penitentiary, against James Shevlin, the formef 
Warden, was resumed yesterday at the inst? 
tution by the special commitites appointed 
by the Kings County Board of Super 
visors to investigate the matter. Supervisoz 
John McKane presided. Mr. D. P. Barnard 
appeared for Warden Green and Mr. Anthony Bar 
rett for Mr. Shevlin. On being called to the stand 
to resume his testimony, Warden Green produced 
the books in which, under Mr. Sheylin’s adminis 
tration, the entries of supplies received wert 
made. Mr. Barnard stated that these books had 
been examined from April 1, 1878, to the clos¢ 


of January. 1879. He would ask Mr. Green to read 
the entries made in the receiving supply books fo 
these 10 months of Mr. Shevlin’s administration, and 
it would thus be shown by Mr. Sheviin’s own books 
what supplies had actually been received at the ins 
stitution from April 1, 1878, to Jan. 31, 1879. Com 
parison would at the same time be made between 
the figures so obtained and the bills charged by 
Harrison Brothers, the contractors. and sent to the 
Board of Supervisors for supplies delivered at 
the penitentiary during the same period, which 
bills were all certified by Mr. Shevlin to be 
correct. Proeeeding on this plan, it was shown 
that in most cases the bills of Harrison Broth- 
ers charged for more suppiies than the re- 
ceiving supply books of the prison recorded aq 
having been delivered at the institution. In this 
respect a careful computation demonstrated tha 
fact that for every instance in which the amount 
of supplies charged in the bills tallied with 
the corresponding entry in the receiving books, 
there were four cases of discrepancy in which the 
bills charged for more than was recorded in the 
books as having been received at the penitentiary. 
The following comparison between the entries in 
the receiving supply books and the bills sent to the 
Board of Supervisors for the month of May, 1878, 
is a fair sample of the evidence adduced as to sup- 
plies entered as received and supplies charged dur- 
ing the nine months which were under considera 
tion at yesterday’s session: 


May 1—Entered in the receiving supply book as de 
livered at the penitentiary, 700 pounds of fresh meat! 
charged In the bills to the Board of Supervisors, 964 
pounds of freshmeat.

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FLEEING FROM THE FLAMES 


OCOUPANTS OF A FLAT-HOUSE IN 
DEADLY PERIL. 

ONE FAMILY ESCAPING TO THE STREET 
THROUGH SMOKE AND FIRE—A LADY 
NEARLY SUFFOCATED AND A DOMESTIC 
BEVERELY INJURED. 

The circumstances attending an outbreak of 


fire yesterday afternoon in Mrs. Mary A. Wray’s 
flat-house, No. 220 West Fourteenth-street, were of 
% highly exciting nature, 13 persons, of whom 5 
were children, escaping suffocation and burning 
py little less than a series of miracles. The house 
is four stories high. The cellars and the ground 
floor were occupied by the Otis Folding-bed Com- 
pany; the second floor was occupied by Mr. L. A. 
Bosdevex, of the Pennsylvania Railroad Company; 
the third by Mr. Dwight Roberts, a machinist, and 
the fourth by Mr. J. R. Mack, a manufacturer of 
pas-fixtures. Mr. and Mrs. Bosdevex went 
to Altoona, Penn., on Sunday night, leaving 
jn their apartment his sister, Mrs. Byrd, of Phila- 
delphia, who came to take care of their five chil- 
dren—three boys and two girls—whose ages aro 
from 6 months to 12 years old. All were in the 
apartment when the fire broke out, with Mrs. 
Byrd’s married daughter, from Jersey City, and 
Annie Roberts, a colored servant. In Mr. Roberts’s 
flat were he, his wife, and their servant, Mary 
Burke. In Mr. Mack’s apartment were Mr. E. 
Mack, who was on a visit to his son, and Topsey 
Lewis, a colored servant. The fire broke out a few 
minutes after 2 o’clock. There had been a leak 
near a gas-meter in the cellar and it is supposed 
that the gas, in some unaccountable manner, ig- 
nited and set fire to wood-work/at the base of the 
shaft in which the stairs of the house, which are 
unusually winding and® treacherous, were built. 
Parallel with the stair shaft ran a seryants’ eleva- 
tor, which carried provisions, coal, &c,, to the 
kitchens of the fiats. 

At the time of the outbreak Mrs. Byrd was chat- 
ting with her daughter on a sofa in the front 
room. Mr. Roberts, oddly enough, was in his par- 
lor talking to his wife about reinsuring his furni- 
ture. Mr. Mack was giving instructions to Topsey 
{n the dining-room in the rear of the fourth fioor. 
The first alarm was given by Annie Roberts. Rush- 
ing into Mr. Bosdevex’s parlor, she said, exeitedly, 
to Mrs. Byrd: ‘Look, look out,’’ Mrs. Byrd, 
thinking a parade was passing, went to the win- 
dow, but an exclamation from her daughter made 
her turn, and she saw acolumn of smoke roiling 
Into the room and in the hallway beyond a mass of 
flame. ‘“‘ Where are the children?’ said Mrs. Byrd. 

hey were ali im the paar and the servant, seiz- 
ing the baby and a little girl 3 years old, dashed 
down stairs barefooted, and ran into the street. 
Mrs. Byrd and her daughter took the other three 
thildren and managed to get down stairs un- 
harmed, although the smoke was suffocating and 
the fire all aroundthem. On the first floor landing 
Mrs. Byrd exclaimed that she had forgotten her in- 
surance papers and a basket of plate. She at- 
tempted to return to the apartment, but fell paftly 
suffocated on the stairs, and was dragged away and 
taken to the street by a neighbor. 

Mr. Roberts was warned of the danger by Mary 
Burke, who entered the parlor with her arms full 
pf clothes and screeched “ Fire!” Mrs. Roberts 
said immediately: ‘ I must have my papers. Go 
and see if you can get down stairs, and I'll open 
the trunk.” Mr. Roberts found that escape by the 
stairs was cut off, and, returning to the parlor, 
ehut the doors, called his wife to leave her trunk, 
and opened the front windows. Mary Burke had 
meanwhile rushed through smoke and flame down 
stairs to the street, and by shielding her face with 
her clothing, much of which she lost, managed to 
escape witn arms and shoulders burned and hair 
singed. Mr. Roberts yelled to persons in the 
street to bring a mattress and place it under their 
windows. He was at this time forcibly preventing 
bis wife from jumping out of the window. A mat- 

ress was in a few minutes brought from a neigh- 
oring boarding-house, and Mr. Roberts had half 
nade up his mind to let his wife drop upon it, when 
the fire apparatus arrived. A hook and ladder 
tompany ran up a ladder to the windows, and Mirs. 
Roberts, half suffocated, was carried down by fire- 
men. While this was going on, Mr. Roberts 
prawled along the floor to save some property in 


the rear of the parlor. A sheet of flame burst 


through the door leading to the hallway and 
singed off the greater part of his luxuriant goatee. 
He was forced to retreat tothe window and es- 
cape down the fire iadder. 

Mr. Mack, Sr., was completely surprised by the 
fire. When he discovered that escape was impos- 
sible, he called on Topsey to save herself by sliding 


down on aclothe’s line to the roof of an extension 
to Otis’s store. Topsey seized the line, swung clear 
of the rear window of the kitchen on the fourth 
fioor, and was slipping downward, when the pulley 
pave way and she fell 20 feet, on a wooden grating 
over the extension roof, breakingit. She was se- 
verely injured, and after being lowered into the 
garden of No. 218 West Fourteenth-street was re- 
moved tothe New-York Hospital. Mr. Mack took 
an table cover, tied it to a heavy arm-chair, and low- 
ered himself to the sill of a rear window on the 
third floor. His position was a perilous one, as he 
had the alternative of roasting to death or jumping 
to the roof of the extension, which below him was 
covered with glass. Flames came out of the win- 
dow and singed off his hair and beard, and just as 
he was about to jump a ladder was put on the ex- 
tension and he was rescued. His eyes were injured 
by the fire and smoke, but not seriously. All these 
escapes occurred before or just after the firemen 


arrived. 


The flames, mounting up the stair shaft and ele- 
vator, spread laterally, ae even the grand 
e least damaged 

inthe house. The rearand central rooms were 
gutted, the stairway was obliterated, and the roof 
was nearly all destroyed. It was necessary tosend 
out two alarms in order to get sufficient apparatus 
to check the flames. They were under contro! in 
half an hour, and at 3:20 o’clock the fire was out. 
Dtis & Co.’s store was only damaged by water, 
and their loss by water damage is not more than 
£500. Mr. Bosdevex’s loss is from $4,000 to $4,500; 
he is fully insured. Mr. Roberts's loss is $2,500; he 
is insured for $1,000 in the Royal Insurance Com- 
any. Mr. Mack’s loss is from $4,000 to $5,000; he 
Cineurea for $2,000 in the Globe Insurance Com- 
pany. The loss of Mrs. Wray, the owner of the 
premises, who lives at No, 746 Fifth-avenue, is 
6,000; she is fully insured. The total loss is about

THE PARADE GROUND SUIT. 


A case of great interest to the tax-payers of 
this City, involving as it does the payment of near- 
ly $1,000,000 by it, and bringing up points of law 
never before presented to the courts of this State,

SINDRAM SMILES AND BOWS WHEN THE 
DEATH SENTENCE IS PASSED. 

The sentenca of death was pronounced upon 





William Sindram by Judge Brady, in the Court of 


Oyerand Terminer yesterday morning. Sindram 
was convicted on Dec. 10 of the murder of Mrs. 
Catharine Craye. He shot her in the head, at No. 


4 Chariton-street, on Jan. 26, 1881. She died the 
following June. The circumstances of the crime 


showed Sindram to be brutal and cowardly, and 
his letters, which were written with the expecta- 
tion that they would carry the conviction that he 


was insane, excited the horror and disgust of all 


who heard them read at his trial. His lawyers, 


Messrs. William F. Kintzing and James D. McClel- 


land, worked hard to save him from the gallows, 


but the best thing they found themselves able to 
say for him was that he was a person of phenome- 
nal mental organization, and should not therefore 
be judged by the methods applicable to ordinary 
persons. Throughout his trial Sindram showed 
the utmost indifference to its result, and often 
seemed inclined to taunt the man whose wife he 


killed. 


When he entered the court-room yesterday 
morning he seemed,pleased with himself anda his sur- 
roundings. A smile was on his face when he was 
called for sentence. Mr. William F. Kintzing stayed 
the pronunciation of the sentence for a moment or 
so by moving for a new trial, on the ground that 
Judge Brady had erred in excluding evidence re- 
specting the habits and methods of the prisoner. 
The motion was denied, but Judge Brady con- 
sented that the court should meet again on 
Friday next to receive the bill of excep- 


tions upon which an appeal is to be taken. 


Judge Brady spoke very briefly in sentencing the 
prisoner. He referred to his crime as an excep- 
tional one, and bade him not to indulge in hope of 
pardon or of mitigation of his sentence. He then 


sentenced Sindram to be hanged on Feb. 10, 1882. 


Sindram smilingly said, “ I thank you,” at thesame 
time bowing and gesticulating with his right hand. 
Sheriff Bowe came up, and Mr. Kintzing introduced 
him to Sindram, who said to him: ‘*Ah, you are 
the Sheriff. Iam glad to meet you. Are you going 
to take charge of menow?”’ After the death war- 
rant had been read to him and the other formali- 
ties had been complied with, Sindram was escorted 
from the court-room to the Tombs by a posse of 


Deputy Sheriffs and a large crowd of spectators. 


Sindram was receiving his rations of coffee and 
bread, when a reporter of THe Trmks called on him 
in his celllastevening. ‘No, I do not expect a 
new trial,’’ he said; “the Judge when he pro- 
nounced sentence, told me not to indulge in any 
delusive hopes, I shall not make any effort to pro-

AN ASSIGNMENT BY A MANUFACTURER OF 


FERTILIZERS. 


Perry M. De Leon, manufacturer and im- 
porter of fertilizers, at No. 57 Broadway and at 
Savannah, Ga., made an assignment yesterday to 
John W. Anderson, giving preferences to John H, 
Inman, $5,000, and A. Backer, $5,237 62. He was 
formerly of the firm of Baldwin & Co. and sold out 
two years ago for $25,000, since which time he has 
been in businessalone, He owns considerable real 


estate in different parts of Georgia and has a fac- 
tory in New-Jersey; he also imported from Europe. 
His sales were mainly in the Southern States, 
chiefly in Georgia, and the colleetions were largely 
dependent upon the crops, and have not 
been, it is said, very satisfactory. His capital, it is 
said, was too limited for such an extended busi- 
ness, and when the failure of R: W. L. Raisin & Co., 
of Baltimore, occurred on Friday, Mr. De Leon was 
so much involved with the Baitimore firm that it 
was impossible for him to extricate himself, and 
an assignment was necessary. The liabilifles are 
not known, but are estimated from $200,000 to 
$250,000. He has considerablo paper out, but it is 
said he has met all his November paper. No esti- 
mate of the value of the assets is given, and at Mr. 
De Leon’s. office it was stated yesterday that no 
idea could be given as to the amount of liabilities 


or the value of the assets. 


The Produce Exchange was notified yesterday 
that Robert M: Kuapp, a prominent operator {a 
lard, of No. 76 Broad-street, was unable to meet his 
obligations. No estimate could be secured of the 
amount of Mr. Knapp’s liabilities or of the losses 
likely to be entailed on his creditors.

THE GRAND OPHRA-HOUSE. 
RESULT OF THE INSPECTION MADE BY THE 
FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Grand Opera-house was inspected yes- 
terday by Chief Gicquel, of the Fire Department, 
and in his opinion it is the most substantially con- 
structed and safest building in the City devoted to 
theatrical purposes. The lobbies are spacious, the 
exits many and apparently ample, and the walls 
are of exceptional solidity. The same fault, how- 
ever, which exists in all the theatres in the City 
exists here, that is a badly constructed prosce- 
nium arch of very light material, This arch is 41 
feet high and 42 feet wide, and above it there is no 
wall to shut off the fiy gallery from the open cock- 
loft above the auditorium. The erection of such a’ 
wall is suggested as an additional safeguard against 
fire. This theatre differs from most of those in the 
City in that the roof over the auditorium and that 
over the stage are virtually on the same level, 
This method of construction does away with 
the chimney-like properties of the stage half of the 


theatre, a property that is commended bythe au- 
thorities as a means of earrying the flames up and 
out into the air, and away from the portion of the 
theatre occupied by the audience. Inthe stage 
roof there are, however, two front and two rear 
windows, which when opened would tend to give 
drawing power tothe stage chimney. Chief Gic- 
quel will recommend that an arrangement of pul- 
leys be devised so that these windows may, in case 
of necessity, be readily opened by a man standing 
on the stage. The fire appliances in the theatre 
are excellent. A special engine to work a force- 
pump is placed under the sidewalk, and connected 
with the street-main, so that when wanted a vast 
quantity of water ean be thrown on the 
stage or in any portion of the = fiy 
galleries. There are a dozen _ stand-pipes 
in various | ead of the stage half of the the- 
atre, on, under, andfabove the stage itself, and in 
the fly galleries and on the paint-bridge. To each 
of these pipes is attached, ready for use, lengths 
of nose varying from 25 to 125 feet inlength. There 
are also placed about the stage and theatre, where 
they can be readily reached, three dozen galvanized 
iron buckets. kept continually filled with water 
and for use only in case of fire. There are also a 
dozen chemical extinguishers in various parts of 
the building, and on the stage, in 1aeks against the 
walls, a pumber of axes and firemen’s hooks. 
There are two large water-tanks over the stage, 
The boiler and engine are in a separate building 
and underground. A feature which Chief Gicquel 
specially commended was the storage of scenery 
and the placing of the dressing-rooms, sixteen in 
number, the green-room, the} carpenter’s shop, 
baggage-room, furniture-room, and_ storage 
and property room in buildings outside the theatre 
itseld. These communicate with the stage, but are 
separated from it by 24-inch walls, and the passage- 
ways to the stage are shut off, when it is necessary 
to do so, by the use of double doors of sheet-iron 
which will serve as a barrier to the entrance of 
flames from the outside. 

The supporting columns for the floors are brick 
piers, 84in number. Of these, 18 are 16-inch piers 
and 16 24-inch, and the supporting girders used are 
of sueh dimensions as to insure the house against 
falling in, or the audience being precipitated into 
the cellar, no matter how great a throng crowds 
the house. Under the stage are 10 dressing- 
rooms, but these have not been used during the 
past six years, and are not considered as especially 
dangerous, The pump, whieh showed evidences 
of long disuse, was critically examined, and the 
Chief asked if it was in working order. 

‘* Yes, Sir,’ was the quick response of the janitor. 
pe _ it be} used at any instant?’ pressed the

‘* Certainly, Sir,’’ was the reply. 

* Then use it now’’ was the order. 

This rather staggered the janitor, who, however, 
obeyed orders, rang a bell designed to warn the en- 
gineer and stage hands of the existence of fire in 
the theatre. In response to the signal the stage 
hands came running into the cellarfrom all direc- 
tions, the pump started, and in just 80 seconds 
from the time the alarm was sounded the hose was 
taken from the place where it hangs customarily, 
and two streams of water were being thrown 
about the celler with considerable force. So 
quickly in fact had the work been done that two 
stage hands who came running down the stairs 
late were drenched with the water from the hose, 

The main lobby of the theatre opens on both 
Twenty-third-street and Eighth-avenue, and is 
40 by 60 feet. From the first floor three 
7-foot doors lead to the lobby. Into it also 
leads from the dress circle a winding stair- 
case, 11 feet in width, this being a continuation of 
the upper lobby, 10 feet wide, and supported by 
heavy iron girders. From this dress circle lobby 
an independent exit to Twenty-third-street can be 
had through the old Erie offices, and this, 
though not open for use, is kept lighted 
every evening in case of an emergency. 
Two other emergency _ exits from the 
gallery also lead tothe old Erie offices, and from 
this gallery there is also an independent exit to 
Twenty-fourth-street. All these independent exits 
have ample fire appliances. From the parquet, in 
addition to the exits mentioned, there are two 
doors for use in case of emergency leading into 
alleyways terminating in Twenty-fourth-street. 
There are also three windows on the south side 
leading into yards on Twenty-third-street which 


would furrish means of escape. Another possible 


exit from the gallery of the building which would 


robably be used in case of fire isa window open- 
ng directly to the roofs of the buildings on Twen- 


ty-fourth-street.

NOAH CONTENT’S SUIT. 


RAILROAD DIRECTORS’ ACTION DECLARED A 


MONSTROUS USURPATION OF POWER. 


The suit of Noah Content to compel the 
Metropolitan Elevated Railroad Company and its 
transfer agent, the Central Trust Company, to is- 
sue to him shares of the Metropolitan stock bear- 
ing the Manhattan Railway Company’s guarantee of 
an annual dividend of 10 per cent. was before 
Judge Lawrence, in Supreme Court, Chambers, 
yesterday, ona motion for a peremptory manda- 
mus. Mr. Content owns 800shares of the Metro- 
politan stock, which were represented by three 


certificates bearing the printed guarantee of the 
Manhattan Railway Company. He surrendered 
the certificates to have the stock transferred to 
him on the books of the Metropolitan Company 
and was offered in return for them certificates 
with the guarantee canceled, and bearing the an- 
ncuncement that the stock should bear interest at 
the rate of 6percent. He refused to accept the 
new certificates offered to him, and began the 
present action to compel the Metropolitan Com- 
pany and its transfer agent to give him certificates 


bearing the 10 per cent. guarantee. 


At the hearing yesterday Messrs. Stephen P. 
Nash and John E&. Burrill appeared for Mr. Con- 
tent. Messrs. David Dudley Field and E. R. Bacon 
represented the defendant corporations. The lat- 
ter made a return to the alternative writ of man- 
damus in the case, averring that the agreement of 
Oct. 22 between the New-York and Metropolitan 
Elevated Railroad Companies and the Manhattan 
Railway Company. by which, it is claimed, the 10 
per cent. guarantee was legally nullified, was made 
to prevent suits by the Manhattan Company against 
the other two corporations to recover $6,500,000 
from each. This agreement, the return stated, 
was ratified by the Directors of the New-York and 
Metropolitan Companies, but was not presented to 
their stockholders because the lawyers had de- 
cided their ratification of it to be unnecessary. 
Mr. David Dudley Field argued on the motion for 
a mandamus that the stockholders had nothing to 
do with the making or modifying of the lease by 
which the Manhattan Company procured posses- 
siou of the elevated railroads. Those were mat- 
ters, he said, forthe Directors of the companies 
concerned, and the stockholders were bound by 
their action. Mr. Stephen P. Nash combated this 
theory by saying that it would be correct only 
when the interests affected by a lease or 
its modification were those of the sorperancns 

vidually. 
In the present case, he said, a right to an annual 
dividend of 10 percent. had inured tothe stock- 
holders of the Metropolitan and New-York Elevated 
Railroad Companies as soon as the property of 
those corporations was leased to the Manhattan 
Railway Company, on May 19, 1879. Persons who 
subsequently bought that stock acted under the 
faith of the guarantee of a dividend of 10 per cent., 
anda contract was thus virtually made between 
them and the corporations. By this implied con- 
tract they had a pecuniary right of which they 
could not be deprived unless they consented to the 
deprivation, and, Mr. Nash insisted, it was, there- 
fore, a monstrous usurpation of power for the Di- 
rectors of the Metropolitan and New-York Elevated 
Railroad Companies to ratify alone the agreement 
of Oct. 22, 1881. Judge Lawrence reserved his de-

GOOD NEWS FOR TEUTONIA DEPOSITORS. 

On the application of James D. Fish, Re- 
ceiver of the Teutonia Savings Bank, an order was 
made by Mr. Justice Westbrook on Saturday, Dec, 


10, directing Mr. Fish as Receiver to pay to the de- 
positors and creditors of the Teutonia Savings 
Bank a final dividend of 7 per cent. upon the 
amount of their claims. This dividend, with the 
previous dividends of 50 and 15 per cent., makes a 
total of 72 per cent. paid to the depositors. It was 
hoped that enough might be realized out of the 
bonds of the town of Springport ($50,000 of which 
were owned by the bank) to enable this dividend 
to be made still larger, and the matter was delayed 
to await the result of the decision of the Court of 
Appealsin the suit brought by the town against the 
bank, the Receiver, and the other holders of its se- 
curities. The Court of Appeals, however, decided 
the casein favor of the town,and declared the bonds 
to be void, and required them to be canceled. As the 
number of depositors is in excess of 4,500, the Re- 
ceiver will not be able to get the checks printed 
and filled out so as to pay this dividend until Jan- 


uary.

TEN YEARS iN STATE PRISON. 
William Livingsten, alias Robert Gardner, 


alias ‘Paddy the Buck,” an ex-convict, who is 
charged with being implicated in the murder of 


Officer Donohue, of Brooklyn, and is said to have 
spent aterm in the Kings County Penitentiary for 
burglary, was convicted in the General Sessions 


Court last week of shooting‘Officer Charles S. Pike, 


of the Fifth Precinct, who detected him in the act 
of cemmitting a burglary. On his way to the 
Tombs, after his conviction, Livingston, who was 
handcuffed to another prisoner, attempted to es- 


cape, but was recaptured by Court Officer Slevin. 


Livingston was called up for sentence by Assistant 
District Attorney Beecher yesterday. Recorder 
Smyth said that the prisoner bad committed an 


The Heto-Dork Limes, Cucsday, Bec 









atrocious crime and had shown himself a desperate 
character. He had shot an officer in the discharge 
of his duty, and had the ball deviated an eighth of 


an inch from its course the accused would have 


been tried for murder instead of felonious assault. 
He was determined to do all in his power to put a 
stop to the reckless use of the knife and pistol by 
imposing the severest penalty in his power. His 
Honor sentenced Livingston to the full penalty—10 
years in State prison at hard labor.

THE WOOD COLLEGE OF MUSIC. 
THE CODICIL PROVIDING FOR ITS ESTABLISH- 


MENT ADMITTED TO PROBATE, 


Surrogate Calvin rendered a decision yester- 


day afternoon in the matter of the contest over 
the codicil to the will of the late Samuel Wood, 
who died in 1875, a reputed millionaire, and pro- 
vided by his will and codicil for the founding of a 
free college of music, to be called, after him, the 
Samuel Wood Free Musical College or the Samuel 
Wood Free College of Music. By a will dated July 
17, 1872, Mr. Wood made certain minor bequests 
to relatives and friends, and then left the re- 
mainder of his estate to the founding and 
support of a sort of hospital or asylum to be known 
as the Wood Benevolent Institution. The details 
of its establishment and management were set 
forth in the will with much particularity, and 
among other things it was provided that any mem- 
bers descendant or connection of the Wood family, 
no matter how remote, if in needy or distressed 
circumstances, should have the preference in the 
occupancy of the wards and all other advantages 
of the asylum; and that after these, needy persons 
from among the general population should be 
admitted. He appointed E. T. Schenck, Alfred 
Simonson, and Martin Wood as his Executors and 
Trustees, allowing them each $5,000 a year for carry- 
ing out the provisions of the trust, and especially 
directed them to continue a contest then pending 
in the courts respecting the will of his deceased 
brother, Abraham Wood, between whom and 
himself there had been some understanding as 
to making mutual wills, an understanding which 
Abraham, however, had failed to carry out. By 
a codicil, dated March 25, 1875, he left the adjust- 
ment of matters concerning Abraham’s will to the 
direction of his Executors, naming Abraham Hew- 
lett, Alfred L. Simonson, Martin Wood, and Dr. 
William Elmer as Executors in place of those 
named in the will, and directed,in brief terms 
merely, that instead of founding a benevolent 
institution, as provided for by the will, they devote 
the residuary estate to the founding and main- 
tenance of a free college of music. 

The will and the codicil were both admitted to 
probate, but soon afterward, upon application of 
some of the relatives, the order was revoked as to 
the codicil, and they were allowed to come in and 
contest or offer evidence with a view to showing 
that he was mentally incapacitated and unduly in- 
fluenced at the time of executing the codicil. The 
contestants, among other things, showed that the 
testator’s mind was very feeble, his mental and 
physical condition very much prostrated, and that 
he spoke usually in a whisper. Most of the testi- 
mony as to his mental unsoundness was given by 
physicians—experts. But it was shown by the evi- 
dence of Col. H. G. Stebbins, Charles O’Conor, and 
others that he appeared fully to understand 
the nature and number of the changes he 
was making in his will; that he held the will in his 
hand while he was directing the form of the codicil, 
and that in conversations as to his purposes he fre- 
quently referred to the eleemosynary bequests and 
gifts of Commodore Vanderbilt and Peter Cooper. 
The alleged undue influence, it was attempted to 
be shown, was exercised, by Dr. Elmer and Mr. and 
Mrs. Simonson, Vr. Elmer frequently urging the 
endowment of a medical college, instead of an 
asylum, and Mr. and Mrs. Simonson concurring in 
the proposition. The Surrogate says there was 
nothing to show that Dr. Elmer was a material 
beneficiary under the will or the codicil, while the 
substitution of Hewlett and Elmer as Executors 
under the codicil still left Mr. Schenck a Trustee 
under the will. There was no evidence that this 
codicil was the result of the operation of another 
mind. Neither advice nor persuasion nor argu- 
ment, says the Surrogate, will vitiate a will made 
freely and yoluntarily, and after reflection and 
consideration, even though it might not have 
been made in such form without such advice or 
persuasion. Persuasion which is based upon 

lausible reasons does not amount to legal undue 
nfluence or moral coercion. Mr. Wood had this 
subject of the change in his will under considera- 
tion from January until March, and it was fre- 
quently discussed and referred to, yet he has not 
been shown to have dissented fromit. For these 
reasons, in the review and setting forth of which 
the Surrogate has rendered an elaborate opinion, 
hone i aaa sustains the codicil and admits it to 
probate. 
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ABRAHAM TUERS’S ESTATH. 
A QUEER CASE IN WHICH MANY PERSONS 
ARE INTERESTED. ‘ 

A case of more than usual interest is pend- 
ing before Chancellor Runyon, at Newark, involv- 
ing the ownership of a tract of land valued at 
$150,000, and lying in Hudson County. Among the 
old residents of that part of the county called 
the town of Bergen, now a part of Jersey 
City, was a man named Abraham Tuers. He 
had several children. one of whom, a son, 
was named after himself. Abraham Tuers, Jr., 
was married and had seven ecehildren. In 
1851 he suddenly and mysteriously disappeared, 


and a prolonged search failed to discover any trace 
of him. Subsequently his father died, and in 1863 
the children of Abraham Tuers, Jr., believing their 
father to be dead, applied to the Orphans’ Court to 
have their share of their dead grandfather's estate 
divided among them. After the evidence a decree 
was granted and the property distributed in seven 
equal shares. The heirs subsequently divided their 
respective portions into City lots and sold 
them, or a part of them, so that there 
are now no less than 80 persons interested 
in the estate. In 1874 William Tuers, one of the 
children, heard that his father, Abraham, Jr., was 
not dead, but was living in California. He at once 
pereesees thither, and found that his father was 
iving witha man named Hoyt ata place called 
Squaw Hollow, in Placerville Township. There he 
learned that his father and Hoyt had gone to 
Sacramento. Hurrying after them, he found them 
at a lawyer’s office in the act of drawing 
a& conveyance vesting in Hoyt all of 
Tuers’s interest in his father’s property, and 
also in a farm in Morris County, the 
latter having been aceepted by William as a 
part of his share, and on which he and his family 
then resided. He endeavored to dissuade his 
father from making the conveyance and return 
home, but the old gentleman, who appeared to be 
perfectly sane, refused to go back or even to say 
why he had left home. Asto the conveyance, he 
persisted in making it, saying that Hoyt had taken 
care of him for a long time and had prom- 
ised to continue to take care of him 
until he-died. Finding argument of no avail, 
William paid Hoyt $1,100 to relinquish his claim 
under the deed to the Morris County farm and re- 
turned to New-Jersey. In 1877 his father died, 
and now Hoyt has come forward with his deed. 
But the conveyance proves not to be correct, for 
it only gives to Hoyt one-seventh of the share of 
Abraham Tuers, Jr., instead of conveying to him 
the seven undivided shares. Hoyt asks not only 
to have his deed recognized but also to have the 
error corrected so asto cover the entire interest 
of Abraham Tuers, Jr., which he claims he is en- 
titled to. The Chancellor still holdsthe case under 
advisement, and the decision is looked for with 
anxiety by the many persons interested in the re- 


sult. 
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CONSIDERING THE ESTIMATES. 
THE BOARD OF APPORTIONMENT HEARIXG 
OBJECTIONS ON BOTH SIDES. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
continued yesterday the consideration of the de- 
partmental estimates for next year. Jefferson M. 
Levy, of the annexed district, who asked the 
board last week to make large appropriations for 
that portion of the City, appeared yesterday and 


argued that the City Record ought to be printed 
for $25,000 a year, instead of the $34,000 asked for. 
The printing, he thought, should be let out by 
contract, and all printers be given a chance to bid 
forit. Mayor Grace said that the Board of City 
Record, of which he was a member, had gone over 
the estimates carefully, and decided that $384,000 
was not too much. Mr, Levy then opposed the ap- 
propriation of $120,000 for printing, stationery, 
&c., saying he believed $75,000 was enough for the 
purpose. The Mayorand Controller Campbell said 
that they had had experts examine into the matter, 
and they believed the printing was now done in a 
satisfactory manner and at reasonable rates. 

Four Principals of public schools, representing 
the Lady Teachers’ Association, then addressed 
the board regarding the appropriation for the 
Board of Education. They pleaded with the 
board not to give asmaller sum than that asked 
for, urging that the salaries of public school teach- 
ers were already.too small, and expressing their 
fears that any reduction made in the estimates 
would bring about a reduction in the salaries. 
Controller Campbell called their attention to the 

reat difference in the cost of the school systema 
n this City and Brooklyn, In the latter city the ex- 
pense being only about one-half as much per pupil 
as in this City. The teachers replied that the cost 
of living was less in Brooklyn than here, and after 
a short discussion the ladies retired and the board 


adjourned. 
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HURLED OFF THK ANCHORAGE. 

An accident occurred yesterday afternoon 
at the anchorage of the East River bridge, on the 
Brooklyn side, which may cost Joseph Smith, one 
of the workmen, his life, although his escape from 
instant death is regarded as almost miraculous. 


The top of the anchorage in Front-street is 65 feet 
from the ground, and a number of workmen were 
engaged in hoisting one of the iron floor beams to 
be used for the roadway from the yard below toa 
place where it could be run into position. When 
the beam was about half way up the derricks 
broke. Joseph Smith, standing on the top 
of the anchorage, had hold of one of the guy 
ropes. The breaking of the derricks snapped 
the ropes, and Smith was flung out horizontally 
from the bridge about 35 feet. and then he fell to 
the ground, a distance of 65 feet, into Front-street. 
When his fellow-workmen ran to pick up Smith he 
spoke at once, saying, ‘‘Oh,I ain’ dead yet; I’m 
hard to kill.” The unfortunate man was dread- 
fully bruised and torn, but did not. lose conscious- 
ness. Dr. John G. Johnson, a well-known surgeon 
peer ige on the Heights, was hastily summoned, 
and, with Ambulance Surgeon Hatch, made a care- 
ful examiatiorn of Smith. and. to their intense ss- 
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tonishment, found that no bones were broken. 
The injvre< man, who is 86 years of age and of 
splendid physique, expressed the opinion, that he 
will recover, but there is great danger that death 
will ensue from shock. Smith was taken to his 
home at Johnson-street and Hudson-avenue in an 
ambulance.

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MURDER AND SUICIDE. 
A MAN KILLS HIS WIFE, CUTS HIS OWN 
THROAT, AND THEN HANGS HIMSELF. 

In a one-story shanty in a foul court known 
as Buckley’s alley and No. 830 East Forty-eighth- 
street, Wenzel Felix, a native of Tauss, near Pilsen, 
Bohemia, beat out the brains of his wife Catharine 
yesterday morning. He then cut his throat and 
made death sure by hanging himself. Felix and his 
wife were married in Europe last March. He was 
a carpenter and she had learned to make fine lace 
on the pillows that are seen in every cottage in 
Bohemia. ‘hey came to America in June and 
went to live in Forty-ninth-street, between First 
and Second avenues. They had relatives here, and 
their interference with their domestic affairs aggra- 
vated the husband’s naturally morose disposition 
80 that from almost the day that they landed in 
New-York they lived unhappily. Felix soon obtained 
work, but earlyin September, while engaged on anew 
building at One Hundred and Fifth-street and Fifth- 
avenue he fell from the third floor and received 
serious internal injuries. He was taken to the 
Ninety-ninth-Street Hospital, and was discharged a 
few days after, although his condition was as bad 
as when he entered the institution. Six weeks ago 
he and his wife were compelled to move to tne 
filthy den in which they died. Mrs. Felix, seeing 


, that her husband’s condition did not improve, 


urged him to go toa hospital. He became frantic 
at the proposition, and declared that sooner 


than enter one he would die. Yesterday morning 
Mrs. Felix made up her mind that heroic measures 
were needed to compel her husband to receive 
treatment. for his injuries. She consulted with 
relatives, and on their advice called on Capt. 
Mount, of the Nineteenth Precinct. This was at 
10:15 o’clock. Capt. Mount promised to send a 
sick-wagon from Bellevue Hospital for Felix if the 
case proved to be a deserving and urgent one, and 
at his request an officer visited Buckley’s alley, and 
reported that Felix was sick and that he and his 
wife were almost destitute. On receiving this re- 
port a telegram summoning the sick-wagon was 
sent to the hospital, Mrs. Felix went home, and 
Officer Joseph L. Davis was instructed to be 
in the neighborhood of Forty-eighth-street 
and Secord-avenue to look out for the 
sick-wagon and assist Mrs. Felix in} get- 
ting her husband removed. Shortly before noon the 
officer was at Forty-eighth-street and Second-ave- 
nue, and was hailed by a man who said 8 man was 
hanging by the neck in a shanty in Buckley's alley. 
As he ran there Davis asked the man who brought 
the information why he did not cut the suicide 
down. He replied that he found the door locked 
and was afraid to burst it open. The shanty con- 
tained three rooms, and Davis, wading ankle deep 
in mud in the yard im which it stands, peeped 
through the shutters and saw Felix hanging from a 
stove-pipe in the middle room, and bleeding from 
a wound in his throat. Breaking down the door 
the officer rushed in and cut the man down. At 
the same Instant the sick-wagon drove up to the 
entrance to the alley. Davis could not see clearly 
in the apartment in which Felix hanged himself, 
and did not make any special search for Mrs. Felix 
but waited until a brother officer relieved him, and 
then he (Davis) went to the East Fifty-first-street 
station-house to report the suicide. 

The officer had hardly left the alley when a 
woman who had been re, by curiosity to 
enter the apartment of the Felixes yelled and 
pointed to Mrs. Felix’s body, which lay near a 
bed in the roomin which her husband had com- 
mitted suicide. She was dead, and the top of her 
head had been battered in so that the upper part 
of both lobes of the brain was exposed. The 
shutters of the room were flung open, and it was 
seen that before she died she had had a desperate 
struggle with her murderer, for the floor and 
a few articles of furniture in the room 
were splashed and bedaubed with blood, and 
under the bed was found a_ boxwood 
tramer’s mallet weighing 12 which was coy- 
ered with blood, hair and brain matter. The 
woman was about to become amother. She had 
evidently been surprised by her husband as she sat 
making lace, as her lace pillow lay near her head 
and an overturned chair, and a thread attached to 
to a lace bobbin, was wound round one of the fin- 
gers of herright hand. Felix’s suicide was very 
deliberate. After cutting a fatal gash in his throat 
with a razor he laid the weapon on a table near 
where his wife’s body was, and then, fastening a 
rope to the stove-pipe, which was six feet trom the 
floor, made a noose, procured a wood-box, got on 
it, put the noose round his neck, and kicked the 
box away. He was a good-looking man of frail 
physique and regular features. His wife was plain, 
and when killed wore the costume that peasants 
wear in Bavaria. When Felix’s body was found he 
wore trousers, a waistcoat, a shirt, and steckings. 
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THRRIFIOC STORMS AT SHA. 
VESSELS COMING INTO PORT WITH MASTS 
AND RIGGING GONE. 

The incoming vessels continue to report very 
tempestuous weather on the Atlantio. The steam- 
ship Pollux, from Amsterdam, which was consid- 
erably overdue, reached port yesterday, and as she 
proceeded up the Bay it was apparent that she had 
gone through a rough experience. Her foremast 
and maintopmast were missing, and there were 
further evidences of damage sustained about the 
decks. The Pollux made fast at the foot of Amity- 
street, in Brooklyn. Her officers report that she 
sailed from Amsterdam on Noy. 25. A storm was 
then raging, and this increased until the wind blew 
with hurricane force. For 24 hours, while in the 
Channel, the engines of the Pollux were unable to 
do anything more than keep her head up to the 
sea. After battling with the tempest for nearly four 
days. Capt. Mullinckrodt put into Falmouth 
and dropped anchor there on Nov. 2. 


A frightful hurricane was then raging out at sea, 
and the Pollux remained at anchor until this had 
abated. On the 80th she resumed her voyage, but 
the wind still blew strongly from the westward, 
and the sea ran very high. On the 5th, toward 
evening, the barometer fell to 28.65, and a,hurricane 
suddenly came on. The wind blew with frightful 
force during the night, and caused a terrific sea, in 
which the vessel rolled and pitched terribly, 
while her decks were frequently submerged. 
A heavy wave smashed in several of the forecastle 
windows, ficoding the quarters of the seamen and 
firemen. The windows were finally stopped up by 
pillows, and the water was baledout. Another 
sea smashed one of the life-boats into splinters 
and injured another boat. One of the firemen lost 
his foothold and was dashed against one of 
the bulkheads. He was iaid up for the re- 
mainder of the voyage. Toward morning, 
when in latitude 49° 380’. and longitude 
7° 616’, the ship was _ laboring frightfully. 
The strain on her forward rigging proved too 
great and this gave way. The foremast broke off 
about 10 feet above the deck and dragged with it 
the maintopmast. In falling, the spars struck the 
wheel-house, and wrecked it and smashed in one 
of the life-beats. It was some time before the 
wreckage could be cleared away. The deck-rali- 
ings were broken at several places and everything 
movable was swept overboard. The hurricane 
settled down into a heavy gale which continued 
for several days. The decks were constantly un- 
der water and the passengers were obliged to re- 
main below. A child 3 months old died in the 
steerage on the 16th. The Captain says that this 
was the stormiest voyage he has ever experienced. 

The steam-ship Marengo, Capt. Malet, of the 
Wilson Line, from Hull, had a long and stormy 

assage, which occupied 20 days. She sailed on 
Nov. 27, and while in the North Sea the weather 
was very tempestuous. In the Channel head-gales 
of great severity were encountered. Scilly was 

assed on the Ist, and on the 6th a very 

eavy storm set in, and the vessel was 
barely able to make headway against it. 
During the day the wind increased into a hurri- 
cane, and the searan so high that Capt. Malet was 
Obliged to heave the vesselto. For 80 hours she 
remained in this condition, while enormous seas 
broke over the decks. Owing to the skillful man- 
nerin which she was handled during this hurri- 
cane no damage was done. On the morning of the 
7th, when in latitude 45° 6’ and longitude 27° 55’, 
the vessel ran through a large quantity of deals, 
which appeared to have been in the water but a 
short time. A ship’s mast and other pieces of 
wreckage were seen among the deals. On the 16th 
another westerly hurricane was encountered, and 
the steamer was hove to for 10 hours. The sea 
then ran toatremendous height, and the waves 
broke over the decks in a dangerous manner. 
Snow squalls of hurricane violence were encoun- 
tered at frequent intervals. The officers-say that 
they cannot remember having been out in a worse 
storm than that which raged during the night of 
the 16th. It blew strongly from westward until 
Sandy Hook was reached, 

The steam-ship Brooklyn City, from Bristol, had 
a similar experience. Head-gales and high seas 
prevailed the entire passage. On the 6th, and alsoon 
the 16th, the storm was terrific and the vessel was 
hove to with her head to the sea. The steam-ship 
City of Berlin, of the Inman Line, which arrived 
yesterday morning was somewhat delayed by sev- 
eral head-gales of unusual violence. er recent 
outward passage to Liverpool was a remarkably 
stormy one and the steamer suffered considerably 
from the enormous seas which broke over her 
decks. The steam-ship New-York, from New- 
Orleans, was caught ina violent north-north-east- 
erly gale off the Florida coast on the 15th. This 
storm contiaued for 36 hours. The bark Amelia, 
from London, was 50 days in making the veyage. 
On Nov. 9 a series of westerly gales set in and 
continued for three weeks, blowing at times with 
hurricane force. On the 28d, John Smith, a sailor 
and a native of Finland, fell overboard and was 
drowned. It was blowing very heavily at the time 
and his shipmates could offer him no assistance. 
The Norwegian bark Amsterdam, from Bordeau 
experienced a very severe north-easterly gale o 
Cape Hatteras. This storm set in on the 14th and 
raged with great violence for 48 hours.

It is very seldom that a President of the 
‘nited States has been able to send in at the 
same time three nominations for important 
positions which will command such general 
and cordial approval as those of Judge Gray, 
Mr. Trescorr, andMr. Acrox. Asto the 
first named the opinion of Tue Tres has 
teen frequently expressed, and will be 
found reiterated in another column. As to 
Mr. TrEscorr’s mission, no more satisfac- 
tory method could have been devised of 
meeting the difficulties which hasty and 
inexperienced diplomacy has created in 
South America than by uniting in his 
person the representation of the United 
States in Chili, Peru, and _ Bolivia. 
Mr. Tnomas C. Acronis a Republican of the 
‘old school, one of those who worked for 
the principles of the party at a time when 
there was neither honor nor emolument to 
be found in doing so; but he is also 
one of the ablest and most faithful public 
servants who owe their official position to 
tthe system of political preferment. At the 
jhead.of the Sub-Treasury Mr. Acton will 
be the same keen, methodical, and hard- 
working man of business which Le has been 
in the Assay Office, and perhaps the best 
testimony to his fitness for the place will be 
found in the fact that he is one of the few 
eligible appointees in New-York who could 


readily secure the necessary guarantees for 
the very heavy bond which the office re- 


‘quires. 





When the House committees are announced 
to-morrow, there will be some 2,000 bills 


pwaiting their action. It seems that nearly 


1500 of these consist of duplicates of bills 


which were on the calendars when Congress 
pdiourned.and which will probably still be 


there by next Spring. So intent do some 
of the new members appear to be on having 
their names associated with the introduction 
of bills that they have ina great many cases 
presented bills introduced by their predeces- 
sors without even taking the trouble of read- 
ing them. The large number of old pension 
and private claim bills which appear on the 
new docket suggests, among other things, 
the perennial readiness of Congressmen to 
serve the pecuniary interests of their con- 
stituents out of pure good nature or—for a 
consideratian. The bill for the refunding 
of the cotton tax isa good sample of the 
kind of legislation in which claim agents 
and lobbyists delight. It is also a fair type 
of the legislation which a Republican Con- 


gress would do well to refuse to touch. 
RL A RE ET NEL CNT ES 


Among the bills introduced in the House 
yesterday was one which was favorably re- 
ported at the last session by the Committee 
on Banking and the Currency. It allows 
any national bank to make loans on mort- 
gages on real estate to the extent of one- 
fourth the capital, under directions to be 
framed by the Directors of each bank. 
The question is far from a_ simple 
one as regards sound banking, though 
it may fairly be held to be beyond 
the domain of Government regulation. 
This kind of loans would favor agricultural 
credit, which is very desirable, but, on the 
other hand, they would lessen the available 
resources of the banks with which to meet 
their demand obligations. These two con- 
siderations could be adjusted, but only by 
the utmost care, and so long as the Govern- 
ment maintains its present relation of super- 
vision it is questionable how far it can safe- 
ly go in this direction. 








THE SUPREME COURT. 

President ARTHUR has done what he can 
for the time being to strengthen the Supreme 
Court of the United States by appointing 
Chief-Justice Gray, of Massachusetts, to the 
place on the bench rendered vacant by the 
death of Judge Cirrrorp. Itis simply the 
best selection for the place that could have 
been made, and. will do much to re- 
store the prestige of our _high- 
est tribunal, which has suffered not 
a little in the estimation of the country 
from some of the recent additions that have 
been made to its membership. It will not 
only serve visibly to elevate and strengthen 
the Supreme bench, but it will do still more 
to promote that confidence which has been 
manifesting itself somewhat cautiously in 
the Administration of Gen. ARTHUR. The 
appointment contrasts most favorably with 
any that has been made in recent years. It 
may almost be said that it is the first in 
a long period that has been based solely 
on a recognition of the eminent fitness of the 
candidate for the place. There isin it noth- 
ing of personal favor, and it is absolutely 
free from the taint of political considerations. 
Judge Gray has probably no supericr as a 
jurist in the country. His ability, learning, 
and experience designated him clearly 
enough as the man for the place, es- 
pecially as it was generally admitted 
that the new Justice should come 
from the New-England circuit; but perhaps 
his most conspicuous characteristic is his 
almost fastidious regard for the dignity and 
independence of the bench. For years he 
has from principle kept entirely aloof from 
all political controversies, in order to main- 
tain an unvarying judicial attitude toward 
any question that might come before him 
for decision. It was well-nigh forgotten 
that in his early years he affiliated 
with the Free Soil Party in Massachu- 
setts, when it was both weak and unpopu- 
lar in that stronghold of Webster Whigs. 
In recent years his politics has been un- 
known, or rather it has been well known that 
he has conscientiously abstained from hay- 
ing any politics. Considering the well- 
grounded fears that have prevailed lest 
President ARTHUR’S appointments should 
have too much regard for party and even 
factional considerations, the selection of 
Judge Gray for the Supreme bench is calcu- 
lated to have a most reassuring effect upon 
the public mind. If now Mr. Justice Hunt 
could be induced to cease cumbering the 
bench with a worse than vacant seat, and 
his place could be taken by a representative 
of the second circuit as worthy of its judi- 
cial talent as the new Associate Justice for 
the first, there would be no further ground 
of complaint of alack of judicial strength 
in the Supreme Court. 

There would still remain, however, the 
need of relieving that tribunal of the tre- 
mendous burden of business that is thrown 
upon it. Its usefulness would be greatly 
enhanced if it were enabled to gain upon 
the overloaded calendar of cases that is now 
growing in length from term to term until it 
could dispose, with reasonable prompt- 
ness, of all the questions brought 
before it for adjudication. This can- 
not be long delayed without serious 
detriment to private rights and public in- 
terests of the highest importance. It is en- 
tirely practicable to take from the §u- 
preme Court fully one-half of the business 
that now exhausts its energies without in 
the least compromising the rights of liti- 
gants or curtailing the power of that tri- 


bunal to fulfill its legitimate functions, It- 


is now obliged to entertain all appeals 
from the Circuit Courts, and yet 
by far the larger number of _ cases 
brought before these tribunals differ from 
those which receive their final adjudication 
in the State courts only in the fact that the 
parties reside in different States or one of 
them is analien. The questions with which 
they have to deal arise for the most part 
under State laws, and involve uo larger 
claims and no different principles than 
do those with which the State tribunals 
are constantly occupied and to which they 
afford a final settlement. The Federal 
courts are obliged to pass upon these cases, 
and it is a matter of right that an 
appeal for the correction of errors should be 
allowed; but an appellate court within the 
circuit, composed of the Circuit Judges and 
the Supreme Justice assigned to the cir- 


cuit, with the help, if need be, of the 
District Judges, could, in a large majority 


of cases, meet every fequirement. The 
Supreme Court would still give final judg- 
ment on all questions involving a construc- 
tion of the Constitution of the United States 


or its treaties and statutes, and could have all 
cases of special importance or difficulty 


brought before it by writ of error or on cer- 
tification of the Judans of ‘the intermediate 
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courts of appeal that they involved questions 
that it was desirable to have the Supreme 
Court pass upon. 

This mode of relief would involve an in- 
crease of the number of Gircuit Judges, but 
this is said to be necessary in any case, as 
the Crreuit Courts are also overburdened. 
It is evident that the judicial functions of 
the Government should be exercised to the 


‘fullest extent for the prompt and effectual 


settlement of all controversies that are 
properly brought before its tribunals, 
and the best and most effective 
plan for accomplishing ‘this purpose must 
needs be the most economical in the long 
run. The plan of relief proposed by means 
of an increase of the number of Judges on 
the Supreme bench and a division of the 
court into sections, each of which shall deal 
with a different class of cases, is open 
to serious objection. A complete division 
into classes is hardly practicable, and, be- 
sides, there are many legal rules and_princi- 
ples which would apply to ali classes alike. 
Differences in the interpretation and appli- 
cation of these in the different sections of 
the court would be almost inevitable, and it 
would be a matter of great difficulty to har- 
monize them by means of the full bench: 
Unity in the adjudications of the court 
would be scarcely possible, and it is cer- 
tainly very desirable. The Federal system 
of jurisprudence and of adjudication should 
be consistent and harmonious. To se 
cure this a regular gradation of its 
tribunals seems necessary, and_ that 
which stands at the head _ should 
be one and indivisible, free from the possi- 
bilities of conflict and inconsistency in its 
final judgments. If those appeals, which 
there is no good reason for carrying beyond 
the circuits, could be settled by intermediate 
tribunals, there would be no occasion for 
increasing or dividing the Judges of the 
Supreme bench, but the court would be re- 
lieved from the burden which now embar- 
rasses its action and interferes with its use- 
fulness. 





THE BANKRUPTCY DISOUSSION. 


The work of the sub-committce of the 
Senate Judiciary Committee on the question 
of a bankruptcy law is by no means an easy 
one. As long ago as June 1 its Chairman, 
Senator Inaauts, of Kansas, sent out a cir- 
cular to nearly all the officers of the various 
commercial organizations in the United 
States requesting information and sugges- 
tions. He desired first of all to learn if 
the business interests of the country re- 
quire the early enactment of a perma- 
nent bankrupt law, and then - what 
changes were desirable as compared with 
the act of 1867. Should the officers be paid 
by fixed salaries or by fees? Should 
Registers’ powers be greater or less? 
Should the limit of voluntary bankruptcy 
be $300 or higher? Should composition 
settlements be allowed? Should the dis- 
cretion of the courts as to discharges be in- 
creased or diminished? 'These were, in sub- 
stance, the questions which Senator InGanis 
asked, and to these he has had innumerable 
replies, in addition to which his committee 
is now engaged in hearing verbal arguments 
on the subject. 

The questions are practical and cover much 
of the ground with which the committee 
must make itself familiar, but not all. So 
far as public opinion is concerned, it varies, 
as has been very clearly pointed out by Mr. 
D. C. Rossrns, of this City. The agri- 
cultural class, as a rule, do not wish a bank- 
rupt law. They are either indifferent in the 
matter or they cling to the old idea of a 
man’s paying his debts or suffering the con- 
sequences. It is not a bad idea, either, 
and if it requires some modification in 
@ commercial community, it is very 
easy to err, and dangerously, in the opposite 
direction. Of the trading and manufactur- 
ing classes, the opinion is divided according 
to their peculiar methods. The New-Eng- 
land merchants, who sell in considerable 
quantities in the larger towns, favor an act 
which will enable them to close up a bad 
account as promptly as possible. They 
would rather have moderate dividends 
promptly than larger ones later, and they 
care relatively little for the effect 
of the law in preventing dishonesty, 
from which, in fact, they do not often suffer 
very severely. On the other hand, there is 
a smaller class who are ready to take their 
chances with the State laws, trusting to vigi- 
lance and promptness to get ahead of other 
creditors. Still a third class, perhaps the 
smallest of all, regard the enactment of a 
bankrupt law as required not so much by 
the pecuniary interests involved as by moral 
considerations, in order that even justice 
may be done to all, dishonesty discouraged 
and prevented, and blameless but unfortu- 
nate debtors discharged. 

These various shades of opinion among the 
mercantile classes are represented before the 
Senate sub-committee, and some of the 
practical suggestions there offered are well 
worth considering independent of their 
source. For instance, on Saturday Mr. 
Morris 8. Wisk .appeared as counsel for 
‘‘ New-York commercial organizations,’ 
His authority originates from a rather thin- 
ly attended meeting in this City held on 
the 29th of November, in which the 
most important organization represent- 
ed was the Produce Exchange, but in 
which several equally important bodies 
were unrepresented. Yet many = of 
Mr. Wisk’s views were of value. The no- 
tion that the dishonest debtor should be 
‘punished unsparingly” is a sound one; 
but it will not be the result if, as also sug- 
gested, the creditors’ part in determining the 
bankrupt’s fate is made important, while 
the ‘‘discretion’’ of the court is kept at the 
lowest point. The creditors are intent on 
getting as much moneyjas they can, and, 
moreover, they have not common _ but 
conflicting interests. An excellent point 
in this connection, however, is made 
by Mr. Wisk as to the requirement 
of an annual inventory as a condition pre- 
cedent to obtaining a discharge in voluntary 


bankruptcy. It should certainly be in the 
power of a court of bankruptcy to require 


ample proof that no excessive carelessness, 
as well as no dishonesty, has been indulged 


in by a debtor who asks to be relieved of his 
obligations. 

But it seems to us that there isa short 
method by which to deal with all these 


questions, and that is to require any debtor, 
whether voluntarily seeking discharge or 


brought to account by his creditors under 
jeroper. conditions, to show affirmatively

that he has acted honorably and with rea- 
sonable prudence, and also to require him 
to show the possession of assets which, 
fairly valued, will pay at least 
50 per cent. of his indebtedness. 
As regards the last requirement, it 
is obvious to any business man that a debtor 
managing his affairs with that caution which 
should be rigidly observed by any one in 
debt can very readily know when one-half 
his assets are gone and can stop before he 
reaches that point. Any business in which 
this is not possible is dangerously ventur- 
some, and should only be carried on with 
the full knowledge and consent of those who 
risk the money. 

As to the first requirement, it may be said 
that all debtors can know, and can show, if 
they choose or are compelled to, what they 
have done with property or money with 
which they have been trusted, while it is 
very difficult and often practicaily impossi- 
ble for creditors to ascertain the fact in that 
regard. It should be remembered, also, 
that it is the duty of the law-maker and of 
the courts to guard jealously and firmly 
the maintenance of a high standard of 
commercial honor. The debtor who 
secks a discharge-from his debts ought to be 
bound to show a perfectly conclusive reason 
for releasing him. If he be not so bound, 
if he be allowed to escape his honest obliga- 
tions solely because his creditors cannot 
prove that he has been distinctly dishonest, 
@ premium on dishonor is offered—and no 
premium in {that direction is needed. 
Whatever else may be done, it 1s to be hoped 
that the committee will take no step which 
shall make dishonorable bankruptcy easy. 





WILL JOHN KELLY GO? 


The patriotic and thirsty gentlemen who 
met in a New-York whisky shop last week 
for the purpose of contriving plans for the 
dethronement of JoHN Kkiity, Tammany 
‘‘Boss,’’ have the sympathies of all honest 
citizens. On general principles, that variety 
of party government which we call ‘‘boss- 
ism’’ is to be reprobated. Jonn KEL1y is a 
boss; therefore he is to be (and is) repro- 


bated. This syllogism will not find 
favor with men who believe that a 
party cannot be well managed unless 
it is under the thumb of one man, 


soto speak. But Mr. Joun KE .ty, as a 
ruling spirit, will be Cesar or nothing. He 
will not be content with any second place. 
What he would be if deprived of power, it 
is difficult to imagine. One might picture 
to himself a Kaiser out of business and de- 
voting himself heartily to the cultivation of 
cabbages and the graces that adorn a pri- 
vate station. Even so great a man as 
CHARLES Y. enjoyed himself after abdicat- 
ing his crown, although he did not declare 
his intention to remain out of public life as 
often as, let us say, Mr. ScouyL#R CoLFrax 
does. But Kerniy out of power? The 
thought is oppressive. One cannot sec how 
this could be possible. 


Messrs. Purroy and Company have not 
only undertaken a tremendous contract, but 
they are proceeding on the theory that they 
have discovered a great variety of crimes to 
which Jonn Ke.wty is addicted in practice, 
and none of which were known to the 
world. The list of offenses which these 
exterminators of Keuiy lay at the door of 
the ‘‘ honored leader’ is a long and serious 
one. They allege that Democratic defeats 
in this State, for years past, are wholly 
due to the mismanagement of Kgenuy, whom 
they stigmatize, with withering contempt, 
as ‘‘this man.” Among the victims of 
KEtuy’s blundering, the Purroy committee 
on extermination specify LAWRENCE, 
SmytH, ScHELL, Roperts, CALVIN, and 
Hancock, surnamed ‘‘the illustrious.’’ 
He has quarreled with the last 
three Democratic Mayors of the City, 
and with the last two Governors of the 
State. He has, at odd times, expelled 
from Tammany Hall, one by one, all 
of the twenty-three district leaders. And, to 
crown all, he has received in salaries and fees 
from the City nearly half a million dollars; 
but he fought like a tiger for the retention 
of his place, and quarreled with the Mayor 
because he would not help Kxrxty trade to 
keep his office and salary of $10,000 a year. 

This is a formidable indictment. There is 
more of it, but we have given the essential 
points. That Ke.1y is a failure as a politi- 
cal leader every candid man must admit. 
The only thing that he has set out to do, and 
has succeeded in doing, is aggrandizing him- 
self at the expense of his party and of his 
party associates. =, That he has succeeded in 
this direction nobody can deny. Itis unneces- 
sary to inquire whether this is good political 
Inanagement. But if is because Mr. Joun 
Kewiy has wonderfully prospered in this 
particular line of activity that he is so diffi- 
cult of dislodgement. The Purroy malcon- 
tents wax quite eloquent in their denuncia- 
tion of Kguiy’s ‘‘brutal truculence,’’ sel- 
fishness, and other well-known Kel- 
lyian characteristics. But this only 
pleases the men on whose support KELLY 
depends for his power. The Tamroany So- 
ciety is not the Manhattan Club. If it were, 
Mr. Purroy would not have remained in 
that organization as long as he did. Tam- 
many Hall is made up of men who rather 
enjoy truculence and despotism when it is 
displayed by an honored leader. It is too 
late to attempt to frighten these with a very 
darkly painted picture of JoHN KELLy. 

In short, Tammany knows all about Jonn 
Kevty, and Tammany has known this for 
many years, Yet Keuuy has staid in power. 
The Purroy faction knew just as much of 
KeLiy’s mismanagement and viciousness 
before they were kicked out of Tammany 
Hall as they know now. Why did they 
wait until Ke_iy vented his humors upon 
them before they spoke out? Why did 
they not reveal the secrets of the prison- 
house when they were ‘“‘hail-fellows and 
well met’’ with Ke.uy, basking in his sun- 
shine, and laughing with counterfeited glee 
at all his jokes on the men whom he 
kicked out from time to time. If, Porroy 
and his associates, stimulated by a desire 
to purify Tammany Hall, and  de- 
voured by the burning zeal of their 


own virtue, had suddenly bolted from 


Tammany Hall and had made pub- 
lic*clamor against the bold, bad ‘‘ hon- 
ored leader,’’ their accusations would have 
commanded respect. But now they are 


only outcasts secking the extermination of 


the tyrant who has flung them out of the 


window. ‘True, they have with them in 
their deaperate.acheme the aaod wishes of all | 
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1. 
good citizens. But, altheugh like the Eng- 
lish'troops at Waterloo, all are without fear, 
and most of them without hope, Jonny 
KR&LLY will not go just yet. 














COMPULSORY LANE ROUTES. 


Noan had an enviable position as the 
builder and commander of the ark, for the 
animals did not attempt to give him any ad- 
vice as to the proper way of sailing his ves- 
sel, and the Mesopotamian newspapers, hav- 
ing suspended publication, were not able to 
call attention to his obstinacy in not adopt- 
ing electric lights and other inventions for 
the alleged purpose of securing safety at sea. 
Much less enviable is the lot of modern 
ship-owners and ship Captains. They are 
constantly informed what they ought to 
do by men of vast inland experience, 
and are found fault with for not obey- 
ing their advisers. Thus the steam-ship 
companies are told that they ought to place 
their first class saloons forward of the en- 
gines, where the passengers would be troubled 
neither by the smell! of the oil nor by the 
noise of the screw; that the first class state- 
rooms should all be placed on the spar deck, 
and that all vessels should carry electric 
lights. The steam-ship owners know that 
the electric light dazzles the eyes and in- 
creases the darkness just outside of its 
direct range, so that it is rather worse 
than no light at all; that as the 
spar deck is liable to be swept by 
the seas in bad weather, it is not a safe loca- 
tion for staterooms, and that in case the 
first class saloon were placed forward of 
the machinery, the passengers could rarely 
venture on deck in the Winter months with- 
out being either drenched to the skin with 
spray or swept overboard by heavy seas. 
In view of these facts, the advice of inland 
critics is not followed asto these matters, 
but that advice is none the less persistently 
reiterated and the stupidity of ship-owners 
is none the less constantly condemned. 

The proposal that all steam-ships should 
be compelled by law to follow a certain 
fixed route when coming from England to 
this country, and to return by another fixed 
route, has latterly been advocated by a well- 
known steam-ship commander whose views 
on any subject relating to his profession de- 
serve attention. The scheme of ‘ocean 
lanes’’ has long been advocated by scientific 
men and by the press, and to the inland mind 
seems a very plausible method of guarding 
against collisions. There is no doubt that it 
is a wise measure for the steamers of 
any particular line to have their particular 
‘‘ocean lanes,’’ and to keep within them in 
ordinary circumstances. In fact, this has 
been done by all the leading lines of steam- 
ers sailing between New-York and England. 
The White Star and the Guion steamers 
have their lanes; the Inman steamers follow 
certain routes at certain periods of the year, 
and the Cunarders and the National steamers 
have also their especial routes. Doubtless, 
the risk of collision is measurably lessened 
by this system, but to attempt to compel all 
steamers going eastward to follow one 
‘lane’ and all coming westward to follow 
another would be not only impracticable, 
but to the last degree undesirable. 


Steamers which make speed their first ob- 
ject will naturally take the shortest route be- 
tween this port and Liverpool. This route 
passes over the northerly part of the Banks 
of Newfoundland, and is dangerous both 
on account of ice and fog, to say nothing of 
Cape Race and of the Virgin Rocks. Steam- 
ers which are not trying to make a reputa- 
tion as the fastest ships afloat will naturally 
take a longer and more southerly route, thus 
avoiding ice and lessening the chances of 
long-continued fogs. The scheme of com- 
pulsory ‘‘lane routes’’ would either compel 
the fast steamers to take a southerly route, 
and thus lengthen their voyages, or would 
compel the slower ships to run the risks of 
the northern passage. This would be unfair 
both to ship-owners and to the public, and 
only the very strongest reasons would jus- 
tify it. 

But so far from preventing collisions, the 
proposed scheme would really increase them. 
Hardly any two steamers have the same rate 
of speed, and to compel a steamer capable 
of making twenty miles an hour to follow 
the route taken by a steamer with a maxi- 
mum speed of eight miles an hour would be 
to run therisk that the latter would be run 
into by the former. In a dense fog collisions 
would be morally certain to occur. The 
fast steamers would overtake and run into 
the slow steamers, and no steamer could 
slow her engines without the risk of being 
run into by the one close behind her. More- 
over, while the risk of collision between 
steamers would thus be greater than it now 
is under the present system of half a dozen 
different ‘‘lanes,’’ the danger of collision 
with sailing vessels which could not possi- 
bly be made to adopt lane routes would re- 
main unaltered. 

It is, however, hardly worth while to 
argue against the wisdom of a scheme 
which is really impracticable. A large dis- 
cretion must be allowed to commanders of 
vessels in selecting their courses, and it is 
simply absurd to fancy that a steamer can 
be compelled at all times to follow a fixed 
course. Were the lane routes to be made 
compulsory, steamers might as well be 
placed in charge of railway conductors, for 
there would no longer be any room for sea- 
manship. At present, if a steamer coming 
to the westward finds a strong northerly 
gale and a heavy beam sea, her commander 
keeps her off in a south-westerly direction, 
thus having a fair wind to help him and 
keeping his ship out of the trough of the sea. 
Were steamers compelled to follow the same 
route, no matter what the weather might be, 
their decks would be swept fifty times where 
they are now swept once, and the Captain 
who should meet a-cyclone might be com- 
pelied to steer directly into the centre of it 
instead of taking a course which would carry 
him out of itin a few hours. Of all the im- 
practicable and undesirable schemes which 
have yet been recommended to seamen by 
men who would find difficulty in navigating 
a canal-boat, the compulsory lane route 
scheme is decidedly the most impracticable 
and undesirable, and it is simply wonderful 
that an experienced steamer Captain should 


have lent the proposal the sanction of his 
name.

MR. McCULLOUGH AS BRUTUS. . 

This is the closing week of Mr. McCulleugh’s 
engagement at the Fifth-Avenue Theatre. The 
engagement will have lasted, when it ends, six 
weeks; and it has been from the beginning pros- 
perous, though less brilliantly successful than the 
series of performances given at the same theatre 
last year. Mr. McCullough has reached a certain 
stand-still in his work. He has advanced to a 
point beyond which further advancement is hardly 
looked for. Within a peculiar limit of acting 
he now holds a place which, though not great 
nor extraordinary, is stable and estimable; the 
limit is close drawn, and will not be easily en- 
larged, for Mr. McCullough’s acting is like his 
voice—a thing of few tones. He has neither a 
flexible talent nor a flexible intelligence; he can 
adapt himself, through strong effort, to a part 
suited to his nature, but he cannot create charac- 
ter outside of himself. He is physically and men- 
tally fitted, it is pleasantly felt, in characters 
like Shakespeare’s Brutus, Knowles’s Virginius, 
and in other heavy Roman heroes who appeal con- 
stantly and boisterously to the gods. He is equally 
well placed in a part like Brutus, in John Howard 
Payne’s uncomfortable drama based upon the 
story of Lucrece and Tarquin—a story treated with 
amorous green-sickness by Shakespeare himself in 
a somewhat indigestible poem. 

Payne’s play does not seem to hold a conspicu- 
ous place in Mr. McCullough’s repertory. Yet there 
is no play, to our thinking, in which the actor does 
finer and sounder work. It was performed once 
during last season, and then for Mr. Cullough’s 
benefit. Histreatment of Brutus was at that time 
cordially praised here. It is the closing scene of 
the play—and this is really a beautiful scene, full 
of dramatic feeling and doric power—which affords 
an especially good chance to the actor, and in no 
other situation or play is Mr. McCullough viewed 
with honester sympathy. The scene is historical 
and familiar: Brutus, the Roman Judge, is re- 
quired to pass asentence of death upon his own 
son. The severity of the Judge, the heart-broken 
tenderness and love of the father, the physical re- 
pose of the hero—these traits of the character are 
wholly within the actor’s compass, and they are 
depicted by him with solid ability. The act- 
ing is throughout quiet—and Mr. McCullough 
is most interesting when he is quiet. His perform- 
ance here has a true and deep note of pathos. It 
is emotional in a simple and tragio spirit. In the 
stormier and more passionate scenes of this drama 
the actor mistakes noise and stolidity—as he does 
in other plays--for power and massiveness. Mr. 
McCullough’s rant never amounts to real passion 
or eloquence; his exhibitions of real force are made 
when he strains and wrenches least. 

A fair-sized audience witnessed the performance 
last night. The actor was frequently applauded, 
and after one of the scenes was called out three 
times. This effort went far to strike out the diza- 
greeable impression made by ‘‘ The Bondman.” 
Mr. Wingfield’s play has, itis to be hoped, been 
permanently dropped by Mr. McCullough. To- 
night ‘* Brutus” will be repeated, and it should at- 
tract a large assemblage. ‘ Othello” will be given 
to-morrow evening and on Saturday afternoon, and 
“ The Gladiator’ on Thursday. On Friday evening 
Mr. McCullough will have a benefit, and will then 
appear again as Virginius. 

Miss Fanny Davenport will begin an engagement 
at this theatre on next Monday afternoon. She 
will be seen for the first time in this City as Camille 
—which is sure to come upon us periodically like 
ashower. Miss Davenport will have the assistance 
of her own company, including Mr. George Clarke, 
Mr. Charles Fisher Mr. Edmund Tearle, and Miss 
May Davenport. During her engagement she will 
present the various characters of her repertory.

THE ITALIAN OPERA, 

It was a decided disappointment last night 
at the Academy of Music when the audience ar- 
rived and learned that Signor Campanini was not 
to appear as Rhadames in “Aida,” and that 
Signor Runcio had been substituted in his place. 
The opera without Signor Campanini suggests 
the familiar remark as to the play of ‘*Hamlet.” 
There is no question that Signor Campanini has 
been overworked, and thoughtful people will 
readily make allowance for his absence last 


night. Signor Runcio had a thankless task 
imposed upon him, and did all he could 
with ft.

exerted himself in a manly style to supply the place 
of Campanini. It cannot be said that he was 
an acceptable Rhadames, but every concession 
is due him for a performance to which he 
was unexpectedly called.

Mlle. Rossini repeated the grand dramatic repre- 
sentation that has given her a position on the 
lyric stage second to no artist who has ap- 
peared in New-York for years.

voice, she sang superbly, and sustained the 
reputation she has won as a dramatic soprano, who 
possesses a rich and powerful voice and knows how 
to use it with effect. Mlle. Cobianchi improved on 
her former representation, and was an un- 
usually acceptable Amueris. The opera was 
well given, the minor parts, chorus, and 
orchestra being all carefully and thoroughly 
attended to.

GEN. HURLBUI’S DECLARATION 


ADDRESS TO THE NOTABLES OF LIMA—PERU 
TORN BY INTERNAL DISSENSION. 


PANAMA, Dec. 10.—Latest reports from Lima 
represent the whole interior of the country as 
broken up into local factions or political parties, 
each under its own favorite leader, asserting sov- 
ereignty under one or another extraordinary title. 
The last to join this ruck of belligerent leaders ig 
Col. Caceres, who, as Piérola’s principal cham- 
pion, has been threatening Lima for some 
time and has had possession of the Orova 
Railroad from Chosica toward the moun: 
tains. It was rumored by a former mail 
that Piérola had amicably joined Caceres, and that 
the Chilian Commissioners, Altamirano and Novoa, 
were treating with Piérola with a view to arrang- 
ing terms of peace. Caceres prevented any such 
possibility. Hearing that Piérola was on the way 
to deprive him of the command of his forces, 
which he entitled the “Army of the Centre,” and 
jealous of the favors Don Nicolas had bestowed 
upon other officers whom he considered less 


meritorious than himself, he immediately set up 
his own standard and called himself aruler of some 
sort, the ‘‘friend of the loyal soldiers” and the 
“military chief of the Army of the Centre.” ‘ 

His manifesto was sent to Pireola and his secre- 
tary, Garcia y Garcia, and had the effect of halting 
them in the valley of Junin. This manifesto ig 
said to have been accompanied by a passport for 
Piérola and Garcia y Garcia, and it was expected 
that they would soon embark, probably in a 
Chilian ship, for some place of safety. Caceres 
has the only large force of which Peru boasts to- 
day, and nis defection destroys the last hope of 
Piérola, while it makes the situation no easier 
for the Provisional Government, or for the Chillans, 
Montero has not reached Lima, but continues to 
exercise unlimited authority on his own account in 
Cajamarea. His proclamations and circulars are 
interminable and extraordinary. He claims to be 
President since Calderon’s dismissal. and supports 
himself on Gen. Hurlbut’s declaration to the 
“notables of Lima.” As that document has not 
been made public, although its authenticity may be 
doubted and its exact spirit lost in the double trans- 
lation it has suffered, it is here given as follows: 
To the Notables of Lima: 

GENTLEMEN: At your request I make the following 
declarations: 

First—The United States of America are firmly in 
favor of the cessation of the hostilities between Chil 
and Peru, and the prompt re-establishment of peace. 

Secondiy—The United States of America decidedly 
oppose ali dismemberment of Peru excepts with the 
free and full consent of the nation. 

Thirdly—They are of opinion that Chili has aco 
= as the result of the war, the right toa war im 

emnity, and that Peru cannot refuse such payment, 

The Government of Chili knows that these are th¢ 
ideas of the United States, but the divisions which 
exist in Peru paralyze the good offices of the United 
States, and give a pretext to Chilito elude the action 
of the United States in conformity with our desires 
and to prolong the state of war and the military oc- 
cupation of Peru. Chilisays: ‘“ We also aesire peace, 
but there is no one here competent to arrange 
it.” This declaration is, unfortunately, true. For 
this state of affairs the only remedy is to 
be found in Peru itself. Union, under whoever may 
de eleated, will destroy the pretext of Chili, and give 
the United States an advantage which they requira 
and of which they will know how to take advantage, 
In my opinion, nothing else will save the countr 
from an indefinite military occupation by Chil 
Peru must save itself pe the ‘sacrifice of personal amy 
bitions on the altar of the redemption of the country,

In the south various encounters have taken piact 
between political factions, in which the Piérolists 
were generally vanquished. Luarez and La Torre 
are reported to have left Arequipa to destroy any 
remnant of Piérola’s power. inthe meantime the 
Chilians can do nothing to secure a peace, and are 
apparently bent upen the complete conquest of 
the eountry. Rumor insists that they intend to 
send an army into Arequipa from Mollendo, in com- 
mand of Gen. Lagos, and another frem Lima 
through the interior tothe same city under Gen. 
Lynch, whose successor in command of the 
forces in ima, Col. Gana, has already ar 
tived. It is thought in Lima that Gen. 
Praao intends to return there and make 
an effort toward the establishment of a solid xov- 
ernment and concluding peace. Contrary to those 
expectations, however, Gen. Prado arrived here to- 
day, and goes to New-York by the City of Para. 
Several young men of high social standing In Lima 
have been arrested for complicity in the burglary 
in the house of Sefior Souza Ferreyros, the Con: 
sul-General of Brazil, and which resulted in that 
gentleman’s death through wounds then received. 
It was said that Admiral Lynch gave a passport 
and safe conduct to Piérola to come to Panama, 
but the steamer Santiago, just in, brings no such 
person on board. 


WaAsHINGTON, Dec. 19.—In reply to a tele 
gram sent by Minister Elmore to Lossas, the Peru: 
vian Minister at Paris, asking for information with 
regard to the jmovements of ex-Dictator Pierola, 
the following was received to-night: “ Telegram 
dated ‘Lima, Dec. 14, reeeived in Paris on the 17th 
inst., says the resignation of ex-Dictator Pierol 
confirmed and Vice-President Montero recognize 
by the whole of Peru. Pierola himself has come tq 
Lima, and is residing there as a private individual.

COLLISiON AT A CROSSING. 
MAN KILLED AND SEVERAL PERSONS 
INJURED AT MATAWAN JUNCTION—A 


BIGNALMAN’S MISTAKE. 
Lone Brancx, N, J., Dec. 19.—A fatal col 


lision took place between a passenger train on the 
Long Branch Division of the New-Jersey Centra 
Railroad and another on the Né-v-York and Free- 
hold Railroad this afternoon, The accident took 
place at Matawan Junction, where the roads cross 
at right angles. The Long Branch train is due at 


the junction at 2:18 P.M. and the train on the 
Freehold track at 2:16. At the junetion is a double 


block signal facing Poth roads. Patrick Devlin, 


who was in charge of the signals, says 
he saw the Long Branch train srst ap- 
roaching, contrary to usnal custom, and showed 
hem the white disk. Like a flash the ether train 
turned the curve, rounding from Keyport, and 


Immediately he turned a red disc, one of danger, 
pa the fast approaching Long Branch train, Had 
he not done this the collision would have been 
averted, for, as Engineer Ciapp saw the danger 
signal, he put on his steam brakes, but seeing a 


collision could not be avoided, he threw them off. 
The engine, baggage car, and smoking car just

cleared the New-York and Freehold track 
when the locomotive of _ the Jatter train 
fashed into the Long Branch train. The 


prash was terrible. The locomotive of the 
Freehold train struck the second passenger coach 
pf the Long Branch train. The force of the col- 
jision was so great asto throw the engine of the 
Freehold train on its side, when it fell a wreck 
down the embankment. The forward end of the 
train then left the track, bumping over the trestle- 
bridge, 60 feet hizh, spanning Matawan Creek, 
when the automatic brakes stopped the train from 
p terrible fate. 

An indescribable scene followed in the first 
enemy coach. Men, women, and children were 
huddled together screaming with fright and from 
their wounds, inflicted bythe broken glass and fly- 
ing splinters. The car was almost a complete 
wreck, with a deep gap in its side, and it seemeda 
miracle that many were not killed outright. The 
second coach simply left the track and plowed into 
the enbankment, and its passengers were only 


frightened. Iu the smoking car the only 
persons injured in any way were Capt. 
Thomas Brown, who was severely cut in 
the head, and D. D. Withers, the well-known 
horse-raiser, who also received injuries about 
the head. Under the wreck of the first 
passenger coach was the mangled body of 
John S. Conover, the fireman of the Frechold 


locomotive. When he saw the collision was ,immi- 
nent he jumped, and was caught under the trucks 
of the Long Branch coach and was instantly killed, 
his head being smashed into jelly, while both legs 
and one arm were cut in pieces. It was not 


until 5:20 P. M. that Conover’s body was 
taken out of the wreck and removed to the 
undertaker’s shop of his brother. James G. Con- 


over, who lives in Matawan Village. Devlin, the 
Signalman who made the fatal mistake, was in his 
signal-house when the trains crashed together. 
As the forward passenger car fell over it struck 
the signal-box and flung it, with its occupant, 30 
feet down the embankment, The house was 
broken to pieces, but Devlin escaped with two 
broken ribs. The only ladies injured were a Mrs. 


Crane, of New-York, and Miss Annie Alli- 
son. Both ladies were severely cut about 
the face, but proceeded to New-York after 


receiving medical attendance. Some fears were 
felt tora child, 5 years old, named Allger, who 
from frignt went into convulsions after being 
taken from the wreck. It is reported that she has 
died. 

Coroner John Cooper has impaneled a jury, 
and will hold an inquest on Wednesday, at which 
time the cause of the accident will be fully in- 
vestigated. No trains have passed since the time 
of the accident over the Freehold Railroad. The 
Long Branch trains passed around the wreck on a 
trestle, and travel has been but little impeded,

SUNDRY CHARGES AGAINST HIM INVESTI- 


GATED BY HIS ASSOCIATES. 


The Committee on By-laws of the Board of 
Education met yesterdry afternoon to investigate 
charges pretewred by Peter J. Stuyvesant, a School 
Trustee in the Fifth Ward, against one of his col- 
leagues, John Ham, The charges stated that on 


the occasion of Mr, Ham's silver welding he sent 


to the teachers of the Fifth Ward schools invita- 


tions to be present; that a collection of money 


was made from the teachers for buying him 
a suitable present, and that a few teachers who 
had refused to contribute anything were made to 
suffer for their refusal. It is also charged that Mr. 
Ham, as Chairman of the Committee on Supplies, 


knowingly rendered incorrect bills for the tuning 
of pianos, and that at a meeting of tho board 
on April 4, 1881, he grossly insulted citizens of 
the ward who were present by giving them the im- 
pression that they had no right to be present. 
The fourth and most serious charge declares that 
ata meeting of the Board of Trustees in January, 
1881, Mr. Ham used language unbecoming a gentle- 
man and Schoo) Trustee. - 

A large number of witnesses were summoned, 
and about 50 persons were present at yesterday's 
meeting of the committee. The first witness was 
Samuel Morehouse, Principal of Grammar School 
No. 44 and Clerk of the Board of Trustees. 
He remembered Mr. Ham’s silver wedding in 
1877; that invitations were sent to all the teachers, 
and that mest of them contributed money with 
which a present was purchased and sent to Mr. 
Ham. Miss M. H. Rumble, a teacher, testified that 
she had been told that she could contribute if she 
wished to do so, She did not contribute, and her 
salary, which was $800 a year, was reduced to $755. 
She was told that this was a readjustment of 
salaries, and that some teachers got more and 


others less. She never was able to ascertain the 
cause. Miss H. J. Packard, Miss M. E. Bensel, and 


Miss S. G. Stanton gave similiar testimony. 
The defense produced the records of the Board 
of Trustees, where it was stated that at a meeting 





of the board on the 2d of December, 1881, Mr. Ham 
had asked vindication from charges that had been 
published against him by Mr. Stuyvesant, and that 
thereupon the board stigmatized the charges as 
fa!se and scandalous. and censured Mr. Stuyvesant, 
and further requested the Board of Education to re- 
move him from his office. The defense claimed that 
Mr. Stuyvesant was prompted by this resolution to 
prefer the charges. Mr. Stuyvesant, in reply, said 
that he had prepared the eharges before that meet- 
ing was held. Several witnesses were examined in 
reference to the second charge, and it was sought 
to prove that while the pianos were tuned once a 
year, bills for tuning them seven or eight times a 
year were sent in. Four respectable looking wit- 
nesses, several of whom were fathers of families 
whose children went to school, testified that when 
they one evenirg entered the meeting room of the 
board, Mr. Ham asked in a contemptuous way 
whether it was a political meeting, and that the 
board adjourned without doing any business, 
They regarded that remark as an indication that 
their presence was not wanted at the meetings of 
the board. In support of the last charge Mr. Stuy- 
vesant testified that at a meeting of the board on 
the 3d of January Jast the Chairman,in speaking 
about the affairs ofj the male and female schools, 
alluded to some necessary repairs of keys and 
locks, whereupon Mr. Ham made some obscene 
and filthy remarks about the schools in language 
that could not conceal his meaning. The wit- 
ness interrupted would not let 
him conclude his remarks. At this plece 
of testimony Mr. Ham_ burst into unseemly 
laughter, and said to the investigating committee 
that when he did make any remarks he made them 
fn still broader terms than the prosecution alleged. 
He was not averse to making suck jokes when in 
the company of men; the Commissioners them- 
selves he was sure occasionally indulged in such 
jokes, but he denied having made those remarks 
on that occasion. After the testimony had been 
taken the Commissioners went in executive session.

DID JEFF. DAVIS CARRY OFF A 
LARGE AMOUNT OF SPECIE? 

A DRFENSE OF DAVIS BY BURTON N. HARRI- 
SON—WHAT HE SAYS TO THE ALLEGA- 
TIONS MADE BY GEN. JOSEPH B. JOHN- 
STON—RAPHAEL J. MOSES BELIEVES IN 


THE SPECIE STORY. 

Before his capture by Union soldiers, accord- 
fng to the published statements of Gen. Joseph E. 
Johnston, Jefferson Davis received over $2,000,000 
belonging to the Confederate Treasury, the major 
portien of which he in no way ever accounted for. 
A reporter of Taz Tres yesterday sought Col. 
Burton N. Harrison, who was with Mr. Davis at the 
time of the capture, and asked him what truth 
there was in the insinuation of Gen. Johnston that 
the President of the Confederacy converted the 
vast sum to his own use, 

‘* Mr. Davis never appropriated a penny belong- 
ing to the Confederacy,”’ replied Col. Harrison 
quite warmly. ‘‘I have the highest personal re- 
gard for Gen. Johnson, but if he made the state- 
ment attributed to him, he certainly has been 
roisinformed. Iam inclined to doubt the accuracy 
of the interview. AsI was with Mr. Davis when 
he was captured, Ican say of my own knowledge 
that he had no specie, which Gen. Johnston is 
made to say the money consisted of, and in fact 
no funds whatever with him. There were several 
wagons and an ambulance in the train during the 
retreat:south. The ambulanee belonged to Capt. 


Moody, of Mississippi, and contained his private 
roperty. The wagons were used to convey the 
uggage of Mrs. Davis and the rest of the tamily.” 

** But Gen. Johnston says that the specie train 
followed or preceded the head of the civil govern- 
ment of the Confederacy in.the retreat.” 

**That certainly is not so, and what is more, the 
funds of the Confederacy were not placed in the 
hands of Mr. Davis. They were handled entirely 
by George A. Trenholm, the Secretary of the Con- 
federate Treasury. There was some specie in 
Augusta or Washington, Ga., in charge of the 
Treasury officers,a week before the capture of 
Mr. Davis, but exactly how much I do not know. 
Iam sure it did not amount to $500,000. Why there 
was not $2,500,000—the amount alleged to 
have been in the train—in the whole Con- 
federacy. The South was scraped clean, and I 
might say scarcely a dollar left in it. The United 
States Government secured what there was. The 
Government made exhaustive inquiries in this 
country and Europe, and if there had been $10,000 
of Confederate funds afloat the Government would 
have found it out. The money question was thor- 
oughly discussed in 1865, and I am prone to con- 
sider the reports at this late day little better than 
old women’s stories. Yes, the Confederate States 
were poor, very poor, and if they had possessed 
millions the money could not have been carried 
about the country. I can very easily provetto you 
how improbable the story is. At the time the train 
is said to have been en route the country was filled 
with soldiers returning home. They were penni- 
jess, and little better than brigands. Now, do you 
suppose the train would have been permitted to 
pass unmolested? No, Sir. It would have been 
robbed.”’ 

“‘Gen. Johnston says that he sent a letter by 
special messenger to Mr. Davis requesting him to 
pay a portion of the money to the soldiers, but 
only a telegraphic acknowledgment of its receipt 
was received, and no money was disbursed.” 

‘Ihave no recollection of such a letter, and it 
geems to me improbable that it was sent. Gen. 
Johnston had an interview with Mr. Davis at 
Greensboro, twhere the train is said to have been 
made up, and it is very strange indeed, if he deemed 
the disbursement necessary, that he did not urge it 
then. I have no knowledge that $39,000 was left 
at Greensboro for the soldiers, as stated, and I feel 
confident that Mr. Davis left no such sum, About 
the $20,000 which Major Moses is said to have re- 
ceived I know nothing.” 

“What about the statement that the banks of 
Richmond, Va., placed $360,000 in the hands of Mr. 
Davis for the defense of the city a short time before 
the evacuation?’ Gen. Johnsten says that a com- 
mittee went after the train and at Washington, Ga., 
succeeded in recovering between $110,000 and 
$120,000 of it, but while taking it home it was 
captured and turned into theUnited States Treasury. 

*“ There was, I know, a sum under control of the 
pfficers of the Confederate Treasury said to belong 
to the banks of Riehmond, but how large it was I 
cannot say. It was seized by the United States 
Government, and, if lam not mistaken, claims for 
the amount taken are now pending at Washington. 
Allthe specie captured by the Union Army was 
afterward claimed by the banks of Richmond and 
New-Orleans. A great deal of it, I believe, was 
paid over. That the Southern people have not 
rallied Mr. Davis to account, which is an expression 
used inthe interview, is not at all strange. They 
know full well that Mr. Davis never appropriated 
any of their money; there was none to appro- 

striate. I know Mr. Davis intimately, and he would 

e guilty of no such act as he is aeeused of. Heisa 
man of a fine sense of honor."’ 

‘At the time of the capture of Mr. Davis a state- 
ment which does not appear in the interview with 
Gen. Johnston was made. It was to the effect 
thatin addition to the reward of $100,000 in gold 
offered for the apprehension of the President of the 
Confederacy, several millions of specie said to be 
with him would be the property of the captors. 
According to the terms of the armistice the specie 
belonged to the United States, and it was alleged 
to be an act of theft in Mr. Davis taking it off.” 

“ There was no such announcement that I recol- 
lect, althongh the reward of $100,000 was paid. If 
the statement regarding the money obtains wide- 
spread publicity, as I have no doubt it will, it will 
fall under the eyes of persens now living who 
were Officers of the Treasury at the time. Some of 
them who know that the contrary was the case 
svill, lam confident, come forward and disprove 
the accusations.” 

. “Did Mr. Davis ever speak to you about this mat- 
er?’’ 

‘No, he never did. Moreover, I knew more 
about the money matters than he did, and I feel 
able to refute the statements that are attributed to 
Gen. Johnston.” 

Major R. J. Moses, who is spoken of in the inter- 
view as having received $20,000 of the money, was 
the Confederate Commissary of Georgia. He is at 
present practicing his profession as an attorney at 
law in Columbus, Ga. A son ot his, Raphael J. Moses, 
is a lawyer in this City, and has an office at No. 61 
Wali-street. To the reporter he said he believed 
in the existence of the money train. Mr. Moses 
was an aide-de-camp of Gen. Bunning, of Georgia, 
and was at Appomattox when Lee surrendered. 
He was made a prisoner of war, and was ex- 
changed in February, 1865. ‘‘Our brigade was 
some 800 miles from home. and we thought it best 
to keep together on the long march. We met Mr. 
Davis's troops on the route the ist of May, and the 
speeie train was accompanyingthem. Thesoldiers 
said that the amount in the train was $2,000,000. 
Our men needed food yery much, and $40,000 was 
secured by my father, the Commissary. The bri- 
gade became lawless, and hatched a plot 
to seize the money. I remember well how 
my father argued with the men when he feared an 
attack. Hestoodinthe door of a car between 
Washington and Augusta, and kept the men back 
nntil an engine arrived by picturing the needs of 
the soldiers all over the State, among whom it was 
proposed to distribute the $40,000 to buy food and 
send them home. The money, if I remember 
aright, was seized by the Union Army, and was 
afterward claimed by Richmond (Va.) banks. Mr. 
Harvey Terry, who was then, I believe, the Presi- 
dent of one of the Richmond banks, came to my 
office in November and said that in the train was 
money belonging to three Richmond banks—the 
Farmers’, the Exchange, and the Bank of Virginia. 
The speeie belonging to the Confederate Govern- 
ment was in the same train, but was carried in 
Beparate wagons. Mr. Terry desired to find out, if 
possible, from which jot the money secured by my 
father was taken. I wrote to my father about the 
matter, and here is the letter I received in reply.” 

The letter was dated Dec. 8 and stated that the 
specie was in silver bars and goldlumps. “ It was 
baken by order of the Secretary of the Treasury 
from the bank at Washington, Wilkes County,” 
the letter said, *‘and put in the wagons. l obtained 
£40,000 in boxes at night on the road and carried 
it to Augusta. There J delivered it to Provost 
Marshal Adams, of Boston, I believe, by order of 
Gen. Mollyneux, and I gave the receipt that I 
obtained to Jerry Black.” , 

Mr. Moses explained why the money was given 
to a Union officer. His father had no means of 
reaching the returning Confederate troops, and 
tontracted with the United States officers to de- 
liver provisious and other necessities in different 
parts of the State. The letter did not state whether 
the money train was in charge of Confederate 
Treasury officers,and Mr. Moses could only say 
that when his brigade encountered it, it was ac- 
vompanying Mr. Davis’s troops. Mr. Moses did not 
know what ultimately became of the train, and 
whetber Mr. Davis secured any or all the money 
raid to have been in it he was not prepared to say,

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DEATH OF SiRO DELMONICO. 





THE FAMOUS CATERER’S CAREER IN NEW- 
YORK—ONLY ONE DELMONICO LEFT IN 
THE BUSINESS. 

Siro Delmonico, one of the famous caterers 
whose names are known threnghout the length 
and breadth of this country, died suddenly at the 
residence of his nephew, Charles Delmonico, some 
time between the hours of land 2 o’ciock yester- 
day morning. On Sunday evening Mr. Delmonico 
was in the Delmonico café at Fifth-avenue and 
Twenty-s'xth-street until midnight with a party of 
friends, and he appeared in better health than he 
had been for some time past. His physician, Dr. 
Zolnowski, saw him at 11 o’clock that evening, 
and was pleased to notice that his health was ap- 
parently improving. At midnight he went, in com- 
pany with his friends, to Brown’s restaurant, and 
had supper. The party separated at about 1 o’clock 
in the morning, and Siro Delmonico went to the 
house of his nephew, Charles, at No. 229 West 
Fourteenth-street, where he has resided for some 
time. He was never seen alive again. At about 7 
o’clock in the morning the servant girl knocked on 
the door of his room, and receiving no answer 
turned the knob and entered. She found Mr. Del- 
monico stretched on the floor just inside the door, 
partly undressed. He was dead, and the body was 
cold. Itis believed that he died very sooa after 
entering the room, while he was disrobing and pre- 
paring te retire. 

Mr. Delmonico’s death is supposed _ to be due to 
suffocation, caused by the bursting of an aneurism 
at the base of the larynx. For many years he has 
been afflicted with bronchial troubles, and death 
was imminent on several oceasions. Like his 
brother Lorenzo, who died on Saturday, Sept. 3, 
he was an inveterate smoker, and the lung diseases 
from which he finally died were attributable direct- 
ly to his excessive use of tobacco. ‘* I have known 
him,” said Dr. Wood, who attended him fora long 
time, ‘to smoke as many as a hundred cigars in 
one day. He was completely saturated with 
nicotine, and the question of his death was only 
one of time.” His cigars were of the strongest to- 
baeco, made specially for him in Havana, and he 
smoked them without ceasing during hie wakin 
hours. Asa result he was often attacked by fits o 
choking which threatened to carry him off. His 
disease, Dr. Zolnowski says, is known to the medi- 
eal professicn as emphysena of the lungs. For 
years he had been under medical treatment, chanz- 

ng his physicians often, but gaining no permanent 
relief from his affliction. He was a bachelor, and 
lived alternately at the house of his late brother, 
Lorenzo, No. 211 East Fifteenth-street, and of his 
nephew, Charles. A solemn requiem mass will be 
celebrated over his remains in the old St. Patriek’s 
Cathedral, in Mulberry-street, to-morrow morning 
at 10 o’clock, and the body will be interred in the 
Delmonice vault in the cemetery conneeted with 
the church. 

Siro Delmonico was known to nearly everybody 
doing business down town, as he had heen for 
many years identified with the management of the 
Delmonico restaurants in the lower part of the 
City. With the up-towa restaurants he had little 
to do actively, although he had an interest in the 
house at Fifth-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street, and 
in the Fourteenth-street house when it was in ex- 
istence. He was bornin Marengo, in the Canton 
of Ticino, in 1828, and was 58 years of age at the 
time of his death. He was a nephew of Giovanni 
and Pietro Delmonico, who,in 1827, founded the 
famous catering establishment which has since 


grown to such proportions, at Nos. 23 and 
25 William-street. The little restaurant in 
William-street was burned out in 1833, 


and Lorenzo Delmonico started another at No, 76 
Broad-street. In the following year, 1834, Siro, 
then 11 years of age, accompanied by his brother 
Constant and his cousin, John Longhi. arrived in 
the City. Lorenzo engaged his brother as a clerk 
and cashier in his restaurant, and the active life of 
Sirothen began. He had the talents of his uncles 
and his brother for suceess asa caterer, and he 
soon beeame thoroughly conversant with all the 
details of the restaurant business. Lorenzo had 
been a valuable aid to his uncles, and Siro now, in 
turn, became invaluable to Lorenzo. 

The businessof the Delmonicos increased rapid- 
ly, and the restaurant became a famons resort for 
the merchants down town. In 1886 Lorenzo found 
it mecessary to enlarge his accommodations, and 
he opened a new establishment at the corner of 
Beaver and William streets, and Siro was trans- 
ferred to the new house as cashier. He was very 
popular with the patrons of his brother, and man- 
aged to save some money from his salary, which 
he invested in the business, With the growth of 
the trade Lorenzo increased his facilities for 
accommodating his customers. In 1845 his Broad- 
street establishment was destroved by fire, 
and he opened a new restaurant at Broadway and 
Morris-street, the management of which he in- 
trusted prineipally to Siro, who was now 22 years 
old, and knew almost as much as his brother of the 
requirements of the business. This house, which 
will be remembered by all the the old merchants of 
lower Broadway, was maintained for 10 years, 
until 1855, when the establishment at Cham- 
bers-street and Broadway was started, and 
Siro was transferred as manager to this res- 
taurant. He had, in the meantime, secured a 
large interest in his brother’s business, and 
was rapidly growing wealthy. The Chambers- 
street house was the resort of all the politicians, 
brokers, and merchants who did business down 
town, and was the fashionable lunch-room of the 
lower part of the City. Here Siro Deimonico pre- 
sided for 21 years, until 1876, when the old house 
was discontinued. He became well acquainted 
with all the prominent men of the City, and was a 
prime favorite with everybody. He was naturally 
of a social disposition, and spent freely the money 
which he made freely. Wis memory of faces 
aud names was remarkable, and he _ be- 
came a kind of walking directory to be con- 
sulted for information in regard to _ per- 
sous or localities. During his management of the 
Chambers-street restaurant he contracted the habit 
of using tobacco excessively. He was in almost 
constant attendance at the restaurant, from early 
in the morning until the closing of business, and he 
bad plenty of opportunity to indulge his passion 
for smoking. He was seldom seen without one of 
his strong cigars, and he was frequently warned by 
friends, as well as by his physicians, that the nico- 
tine was steadily affecting his lungs and his nery- 
ous system. Before the closing of the Chambers- 
street house he was attacked several times with 
ee er choking, some of which very nearly proved 

atal. 

In 1876, when the Chambers-street house was 
closed, a new restaurant was established at No. 112 
Broadway, and Siro Delmonico was transferred to 
this house, of which he retained the management 
until the time of his death. At the same time the 
Fourteenth-street restaurant was closed, and the 
new house at Fifth-avenue and Twenty-sixth-street 


opened, with Charles De)monico, the nephew of. 


Lorenzo and Siro, in charge. In the Broadway es- 
tablishment Siro maintained his popularity. The 
disease which finally resulted fatally had by this 
time developed itself, and he was subject to fre- 
quent attacks ef choking. His fnends knew that 
he was doomed to dic suddenly, but the 
news of his death was a surprise to all yes- 
terday, as for the past few days he had 
been apparently better, and his choking fits were 
less frequent than had been usual with him for 
sometime. His death, following so soon after that 
of his brother Lorenzo, will prove a great loss to 
the houses in which they were interested. Charles, 
his nephew, is now the only remaining Delmonice 
who was identified with any of the old establish- 
ments from which the extended catering business 
has sprung.

NORTON’S MURDERER IN HIDING. 
Officer ‘Thomas J. Norton, of the Tenth Pre- 
cinct, who was shot by Officer Fitzpatrick, died 
shortly before 4 o’clock at the Chambers-Street 
Hospital of internal hemorrhage. Had he lived 
he would have been married on Sunday to the 


daughter of a well-to-do farmer of Sullivan 
County. His remains will be taken there for 
burial. John Kennedy, one of Fitzpatrick’s abet- 
tors, was arrested at 6:30 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and he and McCormick were committed to the 
Tombs as accessories by Coroner Brady, and Annie 
Harris and Josephine Miiburn, alias Big Blanche, 
were sent to the House of Detention. Capt. Al- 
laire and a number of officers searched everywhere 
for Fitzpatrick, but failed to apprehend him. He 
is the son of E. T. Fitzpatrick, Alderman-elect 
fromthe Fourth District. He borea bad character, 
and had to ieave two positions his father found for 
him--one as aclerk in a store down town, the other 
as a messenger in one of the City Hall ofhces. A 
year ago Fitzpatrick, in talking horse in Tom 
Campbell’s saloon, at Grand and Ridge streets, be- 
came enraged and fired two shots at Campbell, 
who was behind the bar. One shot struck and 
dented the handle of a beer-pump, and the other 
cut into the wainscoting, pear Campbell's head. 
The marks are there yet. The affair was hushed 
up, and the Police heard of it yesterday for the 
first time. Fitzpatrick was tyne a policeman 
on the 19th of last August. week before, he en- 
tered Owney Geoghegan’s saloon, in the Bowery, 
and drew a dirk on the keeper of the piaeo. e 
was, however, overpowered and hustled into the 
street.
